Pro Stock Motorcycle Series will also 
award $5000 to the runner-up, $3000 
for third, $2000 for fourth, $1500 for 
fifth, $1000 for sixth, $750 for 
seventh, $650 for eighth, $600 for 
ninth and $500 for 10th in the final 
point standings. Sponsored by Cas- 
trol GTX Motor Oil for the past three 
years, the Castrol series grew from 
a total points fund of $12,500 in 1987 
to $17,500 in 1989. 


In addition to the Winston sup- 
port, The Wax Shop is offering 
NHRA Pro Stock drag racers a 
contingency program. The Wax 
Shop will be posting $250 for the 
Pro Stock winner and $100 for 
the runner-up at each of the 
National events where Pro Stock 
competition is conducted. A $50 
posting for each semi-finalist is 
also up for grabs. 


The AMA has released a tentative 
schedule for the 1990 AMA Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series. Once again, the series will 
kick off with a short track at Munic- 
ipal Stadium in Daytona Beach, 
Florida, on March 10 and conclude 
with the running of the Sacramento 
Mile at the Cal-Expo State Fair- 
grounds in northern California on 
October 6. The schedule is almost 
a mirror-image of the 1989 schedule 
and 17 rounds are listed. (Sixteen 
rounds were run in 1989 with the 
Syracuse Mile being rained out.) 
Sacramento, San Jose, Ascot and 
Springfield will again host two 
rounds each, running one in the 
spring and one in the fall. Other 
returning venues are Louisville, 
Albuquerque, Lima, Hagerstown, 
DuQuoin, Peoria, and Indianapolis. 
Consult the Calendar section for the 
complete 1990 Camel Pro Series 
schedule. 


Effective January 1, the AMA 
750cc dirt tracker weight rule 
changes to 315 pounds across the 
board. Previously, dirt track bikes 
powered by 750cc four-valve 
engines were required to weigh a 
minimum of 320 pounds while the 
minimum weight for two-valve 
engine-powered bikes was 300 
pounds. Other changes include a 
deletion of the Junior manifold 
rule (Junior riders will use the 
same AMA-supplied manifold 
restrictor plates as Expert riders), 
and the 12 fastest Juniors who do 
not advance to the final in a 600 
National program will run a Junior 
main event. 


If the 1990 Camel Cycle Week at 
Daytona Beach is in your plans, you 
might want to take advantage of a 
new KOA campground in Orlando.

BLM says "no more" 
B-to-V races 


LONG BEACH, CA, DEC. 11 

Citing numerous problems 
associated with conducted 
point-to-point off-road vehicle 
races, the Bureau of Land 


Management (BLM) has announced 
that they will not allow any more 
AMA Barstow-to-Vegas Hare & 
Hound races to take place on BLM- 
controlled land in southern Califor- 
nia’s Mojave Desert. In addition, the 
California loop portion of the 
SCORE Parker 400, and the AMA 
Johnson Valley to Parker race, also 
known as the Check Chase, will not 
be allowed. 

“Based on the cumulative envir- 
onmental impacts of these events 
over the years, the sponsors’ contin- 
uing problems in managing the 
events, and the emergency listing of 
the desert tortoise as an endangered 
species, we feel strongly that further 
consideration of these races is inap- 
propriate,” said BLM California 
State Director Ed Hastey. 

“Although the American Motor- 
cyclist Association and SCORE have 
tried diligently to control their 
riders, in a high-speed race situation, 
it is nearly impossible to control the 
behavior and reactions of individual 
participants," said BLM California 
Desert District Manager Gerald 
Hillier. He added that BLM also had 
to consider the impacts caused by 
both crews and spectators, which 
BLM said can be considerable. 

“We recognize that we are prop- 
osing to end three major historic off- 
road vehicle events, but our primary 
concern has to be to conserve the 
natural resources under our admin- 
istration,” said Hastey. “The endan- 
gered status of the desert tortoise is 
causing many changes in the man- 
agement of public lands, some of 
which are not popular with our 


visitors. However, we feel confident 
ме have made the right decision." 


News of the BLM's decision first 
came from Rob Rasor of the AMA's 
Government Relations Department. 
Rasor called Cycle News from his 
Westerville, Ohio, home at 6:00 p.m. 
(Eastern time), less than two hours 
prior to deadline for this issue. 
“They’ve pulled the plug on future 
B-to-V's," said Rasor. “They didn't 
even give the (race) organizers — 
District 37 — the courtesy of a 
briefing meeting. I think much of 
the blame must fall on enviromen- 
talist groups who put pressure on the 
BLM — pressure that saw the BLM 
put many stipulations in place just 
prior to the running of this year’s 
race, stipulations that had District 37 
jumping through hoops to satisfy." 

According to AMA District 37 
President Ken Boyd, many of those 
stipulations came just a few days 
before the event was to take place. 

“We adhered to everything we 
possibly could," said Boyd. "Our 
main concern was not to kill any 
tortoises, and not one single tortoise 
was killed." 

Regarding Hastey's statement 
about controlling the behavior and 
reactions of individual participants, 
among the stipulations was a 25-foot 
corridor at the start of the November 
25 Barstow-to-Vegas race. "Due to 
the dust, I'm sure many riders 
couldn't see where the 25-foot cor- 
ridor was," said Boyd. “There were 
too many stipulations at a late date 
and by design we were forced to race 
under restrictions we felt we couldn't 
adhere to.” 


Boyd also cited negative press 
following this year's race, such as the 
report aired by Los Angeles’ ABC- 
affiliate TV station, KABC, in which 
they used footage from the 1983 race. 

Boyd says District 37 will inves- 
tigate ways to maintain quality 
racing, including the feasibility of 
possible court action.

“Sorry, the grid is full."

Ex- 
cept for the bed in which he 
sleeps, there is no furniture 

— anywhere in the large south- 

ern California mansion overlooking 

Dana Point Harbor, located about 50 

miles south of Los Angeles. 





Jeff Ward spent so much time 
preparing for the 500cc Nationals 
that he’s put off decorating his new 
home. H paid off though, since 
Ward dominated the series and 


became the first to win all four MX ` 


National Championships. 





The walls are void of decorations, 
but in an office off the entryway 
Ward proudly displays the six 
number-one plates for the National 
Championships he’s earned in his 
11-уеат professional motocross rac- 
ing career. Three crystal vases, 







trophies from three of the six win- 
ning American Motocross des 
Nations teams he’s been a member 
of, lie on the floor. Ward has been 
away in Japan, and he didn’t want 
them to fall off the shelves in the 
event of an earthquake. 

Although he says he began moving 
in last August, before the house was 
completed, Jeff Ward’s new house 
has yet to become a home. Except 
for the bed, television and stereo, it’s 
empty because Ward had devoted all 
his time to earning that sixth number 
one plate for the 500cc National 
Championship. 

It’s the title he’s been chasing since 
1986, and it made him the first rider 
to score a grand slam by winning 
all four AMA motocross titles. In 
1985 Ward added the 250cc National 
and Supercross titles to the 125cc 
National Championship he earned 
in 1984. He also earned the 250cc 
National title again in 1988, and won 
the Supercross Championship again 











in 1987. But until this year the 500cc 
crown has been elusive. 

"T've had it in my mind since '86 
because I had all the other cham- 
pionships then," says Ward. “I’ve 
had a long time to think about it, 
to get it, and every year I've been hurt 
or something. It's a tough class to 
win." 

Winning the title for the grand 
slam was no doubt sweet and helped 
to erase the bitterness of the rest of 
his year, which started off with a foot 
injury at the first round of the Camel 
Supercross Series. Ward was forced 
to sit out the first half of that series, 
but came back and won four of the 
remaining nine rounds to finish fifth 
overall in the series. 

But the time off came prior to the 
start of the 250cc National Series, and 
Ward still wasn't quite up to speed 
and watched Jeff Stanton take away 
his number one plate. 

"I wasn't confident when I came 
back into the 250cc Nationals and 
wasn't set up or motivated for the 
series," Ward explained. “I 
should've won two or three more 
races.” 

Ward says he needs lots of riding 
time on his bike to gain the confi- 
dence to race at the speeds he does, 
and just one weekend off seems like 
a month to Ward. But a five-week 
break between series gave Ward all 
the time he needed to prepare for the 
500cc Nationals. 

“I totally dedicated everything I 
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Ward's new home is іп an ideal 
location for him to take 
advantage of two of his favorite 
activities, running and cycling. 
Ward runs up and down the hills 
across from his house and has a 
cycling course on nearby streets. 
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had to that series," said Ward. "I put 
everything on hold and all I did was 
test and ride. It got to where I felt 
the bike was a part of me and I was 
so confident on it." 

The preparation was evident as 
Ward blitzed through the series, 
winning four of the six events on the 
way to the championship that put 
him into the record books. His only 
downfalls came following a break for 
the Motocross des Nations and at the 
final round where he wrapped up the 
title. 

Ward's feat also established 
another milestone. At 28 years of age, 
he became the oldest rider to win an 
AMA motocross championship. 

Although he may be the "old 
man” of professional MX today 
(only Johnny O'Mara is older, by 
three months), Ward doesn't plan to 
step down. A new two-year contract 
with Kawasaki will keep him racing 
at least until he’s 30, but there's still 
no end in sight. d 

“I don't have any reason to pull 
out," Ward says. “I don't feel any 
different than I did when I was 20; 
in fact I feel much better since I'm 
stronger and know what I'm doing. 
I always look at triathletes who are 


in their 30s, and the demand that is 
placed on their bodies. The miles 
they put in every day to compete in 
their sport and they're still compet- 
itive. . ." Ward stops to reflect for a 
moment. “Why can't I go until I’m 
35? There's just no reason why I 
can't." 

Ward looks up to triathletes, the 
men and women who combine long- 
distance running, cycling and swim- 
ming all in one event. Many are his 
friends, and Ward often competes in 


biathlons, which combine rünning 
and cycling, when his schedule 
permits. Someday he plans to enter 
the Ironman Triathlon in Hawaii, 
but for now running and cycling is 
just a hobby that he enjoys. Fortu- 
nately it also keeps him fit for racing 
motocross. 

“T can go out and see how I'm 
improving instead of just doing it 
for my racing," Ward says. “It helps 
me get out there to do it for another 
sport. I ride to help my racing but 
I cycle and run more to improve for 
triathlons than for motocross train- 


ing. I wouldn't do it as much if it 
was just for motocross.” 

Ward's desire to do well at triath- 
lons isn't the only thing that keeps 
him in top shape. He also has 
inspiration in his new Kawasaki 
teammate Johnny O'Mara, another 
avid runner/cyclist. 

"He's got tons of energy, so it helps 
me out," Ward says. "ICH help (Jeff) 
Matiasevich too. Before we go testing 
we'll go for a 20-25 mile bike ride, 
test all day, then maybe run after- 


wards. I've never had a rider on the 
team that's into it like Johnny is.” 

But Ward hasn't always been into 
training like he is now. Up until he 
hit the National circuit at age 16, 
winning came relatively easy. 

Ward's father was a top trials rider 
back in Glasgow, Scotland, in the 
early '60s. The family moved to 
southern California when Ward was 
two, and at four his father pushed 
him off on a Triumph for his first 
ride. 

"I could just touch the bars," 
remembers Ward. "One time he let 


me go and forgot to turn on the gas. 
It quit, and I was trying to hold it 
up but could barely reach the bars. 
So I et it go and гап.” 

Ward was soon riding the trials, 
but between sections he'd go fast, 
flying up and down the hills. Ward 
beat all the other kids in the parking 
lot races at the trials, and moved on 
to motocros when he was about 
seven. At 10 he was racing “дине a 
bit" and got into it even more when 
the Honda XR75 came out in 1973. 































After racking up countless mini 
cycle titles, including three Race of 
Champions crowns which has yet to 


be duplicated, Ward hit the 
Nationals when he turned 16 in June 
of 1977. It was then that he began 
the learning process that's made him 
what he is today. 4 

“Т never trained or practiced,” says 
Ward. “A little bit just for fun, but 
never seriously until I started to be 
around guys who knew what they 
were doing, and I learned I wasn’t 
doing enough." 

Ward's first full season was in 
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1978, and he finished seventh in the 
final standings with help from 
Suzuki and FMF. The next year he 
began his relationship with Kawa- 
saki, but his first National win didn’t 
come until three years later. 

“That’s a lot of struggling years," 
says Ward. 

But the struggle paid off in 1984 
when everything came together and 
Ward won all but two 125cc 
Nationals and took his first ttle. 
Many more followed. 

“1 don’t think I’ve ever been so 
excited. and happy about winning 
something," he said. “We had a big 
party since it was Kawasaki's first 
title since Jim Weinert won in 1976. 
It was a lot of fun, we had dinner, 
got smashed. It was in a hotel, and 
we ended up having a big shaving 
cream fight. We even went and got 
the big boss, ruined his room and 
him." 

Ward also has the distinction of 
being one of the few mini cycle stars 
to successfully make the transition 
to a big-time factory superstar and 
National champ. In the past, quite 
a few riders have achieved star status 
on minis only to fade away when 
they get older. 

“The problem today is that there's 
so much pressure on the kids," says 
Ward. "When I was young I got bikes 
and paid expenses for my parents, 
but never saw any money, and Um 
sure my parents didn't make any- 
thing off of it either. Now some of 
these kids are making a big salary 
when they're 14 or 15. They just get 
too much, too soon. 

“I didn't get too much, too soon 
and get burnt out, I had to build up 
and learn a lot along the way. Kids 
now, they're on top of a cloud and 
they run into problems they can't 
handle, they don't know where to go, 
what to do, and it just ruins them. 
I've seen a lot of guys get ruined that 
could've been great riders but gave 
it up." 


Ward says that there was never any - 


pressure from his parents to race. 
Instead he's the one who wanted his 
parents to take him to the races. His 
dad didn't seem to mind, although 
he says his mother was always 
nervous but supportive. 

“T,always told my father where I 
wanted to go,” says Ward. “Му father 
loved going to the races with me and 
quit trials to take me. I also played 
football, soccer and did everything 
as a kid. He was my soccer coach 
when I played, so we must've gotten 
along pretty well." 





Ward doesn't get to see his parents 
too often anymore, although they 
just live a few miles up the freeway. 
Ward doesn't get to see much of 
anybody because of his schedule. 

“It seems like I just sleep here," 
he says with a laugh. “When I retire 
from racing and have a family, it will 
be different." 

A family is definitely in Ward's 
future. He wants to have a son 
someday so that he can give him the 
opportunity to succeed in whatever 
sport the son would be interested in. 
Ward has a girlfriend of 10 years, 
Molly Daley, but marriage is on hold 
until racing isn't so important. 

“If I continue racing for another 
10 years a family would come 
sooner," Ward says, "but it would 
be when I'm satisfied with what I've 
done racing. Right now I still have 
a lot I want to do."

When he's finished racing moto- 
cross, Ward would like to turn to 
Indy car racing. He's already done 
test sessions in Formula Vee cars 
through his sponsor MacPherson 
Chevrolet, and has family connec- 
tions in the auto racing industry. 
Auto racing is something he'll get 
into slowly due to the busy motocross 
schedule, and he'd like to race cars 
while maintaining a position at 
Kawasaki that would keep him 
involved with the motocross team. 

The long, busy season doesn't 
seem to bother Ward, in fact he likes 
racing every weekend: A weekend off 
is like a month's vacation, and he 
doesn't mind travelling to many of 
the different cities the schedule takes 
him to. 

“I love racing, and I always want 
to be the best at it," says Ward. "Um 
not always the best and I don't 
consider myself to be the best, but 
there are times I am. I race for the 
love of wanting to win. I've done it 
my whole life, and it's as much a 
part of me as walking. The years may 
get long, but when the new season 
comes along, I still get excited." 

With an attitude like that, it's no 
wonder Jeff Ward has been at the top 
for as long as he has. And although 
he may be getting older, nothing 
short-of a debilitating injury will 
keep him off the track. е

Paris Supercross 


_ Johnson earns 
crown at Bercy

PARIS, FRANCE, NOV. 29-30/DEC. 2-3 
After four nights of gladitorial combat with 
one day of rest, Rick Johnson regained the 
King of Bercy title at the Paris Supercross 
held in Bercy Stadium. 


Each night’s race was treated 


individual wins were scored by 
10 as a separate event, and the 


Americans Johnson, Damon 











Australian Jeff Leisk was the winner 
of the final event. A traditionally 
vociferous Parisienne crowd, includ- 
ing large contingents of English and 
German spectators, filled the sta- 
dium each night. 

Even 500cc World Champion 
David Thorpe was watching his first- 
ever supercross from -the stands on 
Saturday night. 

“That was amazing to watch,” was 
Thorpe’s verdict. “It also confirmed 
my decision that I will never ride 
supercross!” 

The tight stadium track was 
revised during the rest day so that 
the final two nights took place in 
reverse direction. Most riders were 
unable to get out of second gear 
while Guy Cooper, last year’s Paris 
champ, was only shifting up from 
first gear once a lap, and that was 
to get the front wheel down over the 
finish jump. For the spectators, the 
second track produced an even more 
hair-raising spectacle than the first, 
but for the teams and track staff, it 
merely increased the dangers. 

The original track lacked sections 
where the more experienced riders 
could pass and overtaking was rare. 
When reversed, the element of speed 
was added without obstacles to slow 
the inexperienced riders until they 
got tired or hit the occasional bump 
or hole with devastating results. 

The only serious injuries, how- 
ever, were to Erik Kehoe, who 
suffered damage to his knees, and 
Collin Dugmore, who went to the 
hospital for observation after suffer- 
ing a concussion. In an incident 
reminiscent of the crash which left 
Danny Chandler paralyzed four years 
ago, Dugmore hooked his knee 
protector on the front brake lever as 
he did a clicker off the finish jump 
and crashed hard. 

The short qualifiers on the first 
day claimed several notable names 
who had to go to the semis as the 
difficulty in passing made its impact. 
Dave Strijbos and Johnson both had 
to earn transfers from the second- 
chance races. Cooper had the first of

three successive semi exits as he 
clashed with Yves Demaria while 
looking for a way around Jerome 
Belval in order to transfer to the 
main. - 
Jean-Michel Bayle, the French- 
man who will race in America next 
year, holeshot the first night’s main 
and for once the big names all hit 
the front from the start as Jeff Ward, 
Johnson and Camel Supercross 
Champion Jeff Stanton joined Bayle 
in a four-rider breakaway. 

Around half-distance Stanton lost 
contact, giving Johnson the chance 
to attack without having to worry 
about being passed. Johnson and 
Ward exchanged places once before 
the decisive moment in the race came 
at two-thirds distance. 

Bayle wobbled momentarily, 
Ward went for the outside pass but 
found too little room between the 
leading Honda and the stadium wall, 
and Johnson swept from third to first 
on the inside. By the time Ward could 
pass the unsettled Bayle half a lap 
later, Johnson was gone for the first 
win. 

The second evening started sensa- 
tionally as 17-year-old South African 
Greg Albertijn beat Johnson, Jeff 
Ward and Mike Kiedrowski in his 
heat. Albertijn qualified for the final, 
but crashes put him down in the pack 
in the main. 

Again it was a Frenchman who 
holeshot the main, but not Bayle. 
Instead Yves Demaria and Thierry 
Bethys were 1-2 out of the first turn. 
Bethys quickly dropped back, while 
Demaria led for two laps before 
crashing spectacularly. Micky 
Dymond then took over for a lap 
before he crashed too, and it was 
another Yamaha rider, Damon Brad- 
shaw, who inherited the lead. 

Ward chased Bradshaw, Bayle 
sought a way past Leisk for third 
after coming through from a poor 
start, and Stanton was a nervous 
fifth. The whoops, which were 
getting rough: after two days of 
racing, began to be a factor. Ward 
was the first to go, careening out of 
control towards the stadium wall. 
Next it was Stanton who exited the 
whoops sideways, then Bayle nailed 
them to pass Leisk. 

Bayle was faster than Bradshaw on 
most of the track, but Bradshaw was 
riding like a demon over a set of 
stutter bumps and, despite nearly 
crashing in the whoops four laps 
from the finish, held on for the win. 

The big names were more content 
on staying out of trouble, and 
Johnson was particularly cautious in 
the early laps of the final, only 
attacking to move up when the pack

was spread out and he could pass 
riders one at a time without getting 
too close to a possible collision. 
Johnson moved up to fifth at the 
finish. 

Stanton rode cautiously during the 
qualifiers and was eliminated, but 
the promoters seeded him in the 
semis. Stanton was then put into the 
wall as he rode around a French rider 
who gifted the final transfer to 
German Dietmar Lacher. 

Following a day of rest, Saturday 
evening was a crazy night of racing 
as riders threw caution to the wind 
on a too-simple track. 

“There are no obstacles any 
more," said Johnson's mechanic 
Brian Lunniss. “Everyone is flat out. 
Even the French guys can hold on 
until they get tired, then all hell lets 
loose as the train of riders try to get 
past." 

John van den Berk beat the 
"French signal" and holeshot the 
main, but Demaria immediately 
made a crazy pass. The Dutchman 
was then put on the ground as Leisk 
and Bayle also went under him and 
Bayle's front wheel took out van den 
Berk's. 

With Jeff Ward clearly not inter- 
ested in playing the dangerous games 
ahead of him, and Johnson riding 
with the leaderboard pack but mak- 
ing no serious attempt to get 
amongst them, Bayle looked hot for 
the win as he moved in on Demaria 
and Leisk from third. But Bayle lost 
the front wheel and took Stanton 
down with him, then retired to the 
pits. Then Bradshaw, faster than 
anyone but last out of the gate, was 
the next man to take Stanton out 
when he crashed hard in the whoops 
and Stanton couldn't miss him. 

Leisk took over the lead, but 
couldn't resist the exuberant chal- 
lenges of Larry Ward and Mike 
Kiedrowski, each smelling the 
chance to take their first 250cc 
supercross win. Johnson sat 
patiently, ready to take over if the 
trio ahead of him collided. 

On the last lap Larry Ward led 
with Kiedrowski chasing desper- 
ately, but Kiedrowski got sideways 
in the whoops and let Leisk back to 
second. Ward's victory was sweet, as 
he had lost his Honda support ride 
and was on his Suzuki debut and led 
three red machines over the finish 
line.

Although the crowd was worked 
into a frenzy by the action on the 
track, it was getting dangerous on 
the stadium floor. Nearly every 
photographer and official on the 
infield had either been hit by an out- 
of-control rider or had a near-miss. 

Going into the fourth and final 
afternoon, survival was becoming 
the keyword as fatigue began to set 
in. For those still interested in the 
King of Bercy title, Johnson was 
ahead of Leisk and Jeff Ward trailed 
in third. 

Interest always starts to wane on 
the final day, and most of the riders 
were simply going through the 
motions in the qualifiers. When the 
main started, Demaria and van den 
Berk again anticipated the drop of 
the gate, despite the fact that the 
starter was now fully hidden. Van 
den Berk quickly dropped back, and 
Demaria led until he crashed out 
hard. 

Bradshaw and Jeff Matiasevich 
crashed even harder as they disputed 
second place. Bradshaw lost control 
in the whoops and the entire build- 
ing seemed to shake when the two

riders and machines hit the stadium 
wall together. Incredibly, both were 
unhurt. 

Leisk inherited the lead, and if 
things stayed the same he would also 
get the crown. But Johnson was 
riding all out after starting last. A 
crash in the whoops by Stanton gave 
Johnson fourth place, and as he 
closed on the leading trio of Leisk, 
Kiedrowski and Bayle, a pre-race 
argument helped him into second. 

Bayle had crashed out his 1990 
American teammate Kiedrowski in 
the semi-final, and Kiedrowski had 
sworn revenge in an open dispute in 
the pits. As Bayle tried to ride around 
Kiedrowski in the final, the French- 
man suddenly found himself pushed 
into the hay bales. Johnson reacted 
in a flash and went inside for second. 

That secured the overall crown for 
Johnson, but Johnson made a last 


desperate attempt to pass Leisk in 
the final corner that just barely 
failed. Leisk became the only. non- 
American winner while Bayle passed 
Kiedrowski on the final lap for third.e

Manniko sweeps third 
straight Schreiber Cup, 
El Trial de Espana

National number three Mark Manniko once 
again ran away with the victory at the 
Schreiber Cup and the 20th Annual El Trial 
de Espana trials events held on the rock 


formations in Lucerne Valley. 
The Bob Miller/Section 
One/Fantic Motor/AXO/Kal- 
Gard sponsored rider easily 
defeated second-place Kip Webb by 
a 45-point margin in Saturday's 
Schreiber Cup. Manniko ended the 
day with 20 points while Webb 
tallied up a score of 65, 11 points 
ahead of third-place Paul Webster.

unday's El Trial de Espana as 












Manniko completed the four loops 
of 25 sections with a total of 20 points 
once again and took the $700 first- 
place custom bronze El Trial trophy 
featuring an action image of Man- 
niko. This time Webb cut the dif- 
ference to 15 points as he ended up 
with a total of 35. Local boy Tom 
Hamann finished third with a score 
of 40. 

The temperature was in the low 
to mid 70s and the sun was shining 
bright to greet the 104 riders and 300 


spana for the third year in a row. 








spectators to a great weekend of trials 
action. The sections were all on and 
around large sandstone rock forma- 
tions which featured seemingly 
impossible climbs, drop-offs, ravine 
jumps and thick sand turns. 

The Schreiber Cup, which is held 
in honor of three-time National 
Champion Bernie Schreiber, fea- 
tured a new class this year, Expe- 
rienced Novice. The Schreiber Cup 
usually only has two classes, Expert 
and Support, which contain harder- 
than-normal sections. Because of its 
difficulty, the Schreiber Cup usually 
has a low rider turnout and the new 
class was created in an effort to allow 
more riders to enter. This proved 
positive as 43 riders entered this 
event, 12 more than last year. 

On the very first section of the 
weekend the first two riders got fives. 
Webb stalled his Fantic in the 
section, then Tryals Shop rider Todd 
Roper crashed. The next rider 
through was Manniko. At the sandy 
entrance to the section Manniko got 
out of shape, almost getting a five, 
but made a nice save to end up with 
a three. 

Next to come through was 
National High School Champion 
Mike Guns. The Bob Miller/Eveart 
Honda/Gary Lawver-sponsored 
Fantic rider made it halfway through 
only to crash, making him the third 
out of four riders to get a five on 
the first section ridden. Then 
Hamann came through with a two, 
much to the delight of the crowd. 

By the end of the first loop Man- 
niko had lost 14 points. Webb was 
in second with 28, followed very 
closely by another local rider, The 
Motorcycle Works-sponsored Paul 
Webster, who lost 30 points on his 
first trip through the 14 sections. 
Roper also got a 30 on his first loop 
to place him in a tie with Webster. 

On the second loop Manniko 
smoked everyone, losing only three 
points. The next best second loop 
score was by Hamann as he lost 18 
points. This put Manniko way out 
m front with a score of 17. Webb was 
still in second with 47 points and 
Webster held third with 49. Hamann 
was in fourth with 52, his low 18 
point score was hampered by a first- 
loop score of 34. 

On the final loop Manniko once 
again lost only three points and this 
gave him an easy victory with a total 
of 20 for the day. Webb followed in

second with a 65-point score, Paul 
Webster. came in third with a 74, 
American Trials Association 
number one rider Hamann finished 
a close fourth with 77 and Todd 
Roper on an Aprilia rounded out the 
top five with a score of 80. 

“It was fun, I really enjoyed it,” 
said Manniko. “I liked it better than 
last year, but I always like this kind 
of rock. I really like the traction, 
compared to the East Coast where 
there isn't any. It took me the first 
loop to really get used to riding closer 
to sea level where there is more 
power, since I come from Colorado 
at 5000 feet. After the first loop I 
really started to ride well." 

Yamaha-mounted Dave Webster 
came out of second place after the 
first loop to take the victory in the 
Support class. After the first loop 
Bim Miller had the lead with 14 
points. Webster had 17, but on the 
second loop he came through with 
only six dabs while Miller took 13. 
This brought Webster into first place 
with 23 points, followed by Miller 
who had 27. At this point there was 
atie for third between National High 
School rider Don Petrick and Mike 
Torter as both riders had a 43 after 
the two loops. 

On the final loop Webster lost 
seven points. This gave him a total 
of 30 points and the win. Miller 
ended the final loop with 17 for a 
total of 44 points, which was good 
for second. Torter claimed third by 
losing 15 points. Petrick lost 22 for 
a total of 65 and fourth place just 
one point ahead of fifth-place Kenny 
Lane. 

For the El Trial de Espana the 
Expert class riders rode one loop on 
the regular trial course which con- 
sisted of 10 sections. They then rode 
three loops on five exhibition sec- 
tions at the end of the day. The first 
loop fetaured fairly easy sections. 
Manniko and Webb easily made it 
through and were tied for first with 
one point. Roper was in second with 
a three point score, Hamann held 
third with five and Guns was in 
fourth with seven points. 

Manniko started off the exhibition 
on the wrong foot. He was the first 
rider to ride the Honda-sponsored 
exhibition section one, which was a 
very scary-looking rock quarry sec- 
tion, and as he was hopping around 
just inside the entrance gates to set 
up for a big rock climb he hopped 
his front wheel over the section 
ribbon for a five. 

Roper was the next rider through 
and he cleaned the section. The only

other rider to clean it on the first loop 
was Webster, who sent the crowd into 
high cheers with a smooth, precise 
ride. By the end of the first exhibition 
loop Manniko was in first with a 
total of 12 points, followed closely 
by Webb with 14. Roper was tied for 
third with Webster at 17 and Guns 
followed closely with 19 points. 
Webster lost six points on his first 
exhibition loop compared to Man- 
niko’s 11, but an 11-роїпї regular 
expert loop dropped him back. 

Loop three saw Manniko lose four 
points to remain in first with 16. 
Webb was second with 19 points and 
Hamann was in third with 29. Roper 
gained a three-point advantage over 
Webster as he lost 14 points for a 
total of 31, while Webster finished 
the third loop with a 17 for 34 points 
total. Guns was one point behind 
Webster and bettered Webster’s third- 
loop score with a 16. 

On the final loop Manniko again 
lost only four points for a total of 
20 for the day, which gave him his 
third-straight El Trial victory. Webb 
held on to second with 35 points and 
Hamann put in good rides to secure 
third with 40. Roper and Webster 
both ended the day with 45 points 
but Roper took home fourth place 
by virtue of more cleans than 
Webster. 

Hamann’s third place finish was 
impressive due to the fact that 
because of a near-fatal jet-ski acci- 
dent he hadn’t been riding much in 
the last few months. 

“In the last two months I’ve 
probably been on my bike for an 
hour and a half," said Hamann. “It 
went all right, the sections were 


good. I had a good time and the’ 


competition was stiff, not like a 
typical local trial.” 

Guns finished sixth overall, 
farther back than what he's used to. 
“Tt was really good, I found it wasn't 


too hard," said Guns. “It’s just a lot 
different from where I come from in 
Victoria British Columbia, where it's 
slippery with smaller rocks to scale, 
more logs and mud and stuff. I come 
out here with the likes of Mark 
Manniko and we practice all the time 
and it's kinda hard to beat him." 
Although Guns was not used to 
desert terrain he seemed to like it. 
“I found the sand is a real handful, 
almost impossible. Once you get into 
it you almost have to hydroplane 
along, no sudden movements," he 
said. "Riding the rock slabs is my 
favorite thing to do, that's whatIlove 
doing. I like it even though I'm not 
used to riding it, but I enjoy it a lot 
more than mud and slimy rocks." e

Polen, Crevier shine 
in Mexican RR

MEXICO CITY, MEXICO, DEC. 10 


Japanese F-1 and F-3 Champion Doug 
Polen and Canadian National Superbike 
Champion Steve Crevier proved worthy of 
their respective titles as they topped a host 


of international superbike | Rodriguez in Mexico City. 
stars at the Circuito Hermanos Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted 








Polen and Yamaha OWO1-mounted 
Crevier ended up equal on points 
over the two 25-lap legs, with Polen 
winning the first and finishing third 
in the second; Crevier's day was a 
mirror reverse of Polen's as he won 
the second leg and finished third in 
the first. England's Terry Rymer, 
meanwhile, put in two consistent 
second place finishes to end up third 
on the day with 34 points. The race 
was held under sunny skies in front 
of a crowd estimated at 34,000. 

For current World Superbike 
Champion Fred Merkel the weekend 
was filled with disappointments. 
The Californian was aboard Cana- 
dian Rueben McMurter’s spare 
Honda RC30, and to make matters 
worse he was forced to use Pirelli 
street bike tires when his racing slicks 


NG 
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failed to arrive in Mexico. The race 

was also somewhat of a disappoint- ' 
ment for World Superbike Series 

runner-up Stephane Mertens. The 

Belgian crashed without injury after 

five laps in the opening leg and was 

forced to spectate in the second race 

because his bike was too badly: 
damaged to continue. Former World 

Champion Marco Lucchinelli was 

also a non-starter after he crashed in 

the morning warm-up with both he 

and his Ducati unfit to race. "Lucky" 

would have started on the front row 

of the grid after qualifying well. 

The first race got underway in 
blazing sun, with the entire grid 
blasting its way down the near-mile- 
long front straightaway. By the time 
the field came around to complete 
the first lap, Mertens was leading 
followed by Germany's Ernst Gsche- 
wender, Rymer, Merkel and Jean 
Mounier of France. Just behind came 
another hard-charging bunch that 
included Texan Polen, Finland's 
Jari Suhonen and Crevier, all fight- 
ing for position. 

By the end of the sixth lap, Mertens 
had crashed out and Merkel had 
retired with ignition problems. This 
left Suhonen, Rymer and Polen 
disputing the lead - but Polen was 
biding his time. At half distance, 
Polen led for five laps before being 
passed by Suhonen again. Rymer 
was right behind, waiting for a 
mistake from the leading pair, but 
he in turn was being caught. by 
Crevier and Georgian Scott Russell. 

On lap 16 Polen made his move 
and he started to gain a slight 
advantage, leaving Suhonen and 
Rymer to battle for second place. At 
the flag, Polen took his Suzuki to 
the win, some five seconds ahead of 
Rymer. Suhonen was nipped at the 
finish line by Crevier for third after 
the Canadian had passed him just 
two corners from the finish line. 

Polen seemed confident of repeat- 
ing his success in the second race, 
but Rymer and Crevier had other 
ideas. Rymer got a poor start, but 
superb outbraking maneuvers at the 
chicanes saw him in front at the end 
of the first lap. He held the lead for 
five laps before being passed by 
Suhonen, who was really giving his 
all. Just behind these two were 
Polen, Crevier, Gschwender and 
Russell. 

Rymer then repassed Suhonen and 
held the lead until the 18th lap when 
he was passed by a determined piece 
of riding by Crevier. As Crevier 
pulled away, Rymer came under, 
terrific pressure from Polen, whose 
bike definitely had more grunt 
coming out of corners. Meanwhile, 
the unlucky Suhonen had to stop 
when a rock got caught in his rear 
sprocket and after restarting he was 
relegated to sixth place. 

Crevier took the checkered flag by 
three seconds from , Rymer, with 
Polen less than a second behind. 
Yoshimura Suzuki-mounted Rus- 
sell, who finished second in the AMA 
Superbike Championship, turned in 
a good ride for fourth. All had ridden 
superbly in front of the ecstatic and 
noisy crowd. At the end of the day 
Polen was adjudged the overall 
winner, even though he and Crevier 
had scored an equal number of

Cooper, Kiedrowski 
collect Geneva 
Supercross wins

GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, DEC. 8-9 


Guy Cooper took his first major win for 
Suzuki in the Lucky Strike Supercross at 
the Geneva Palexpo. Falls for Larry and Jeff 
Ward left the way clear for Mike Kiedrowski 


on the first evening, then on 
Saturday Cooper came back 
from a fall to win the final and 
the overall. 

The strain of almost non-stop 
supercross racing was starting to tell 
on the traveling circus as the action 
moved to Switzerland after four 
nights of racing in Paris, France, one 
week earlier. Riders and team per- 
sonnel who had been through all 
four nights in Paris were feeling sick. 
Most thought they had influenza, but 
a more realistic excuse was carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 


Yves Demaria decided he had had _ 


enough in Geneva after practice as 
he suffered with a temperature of 104 
degrees. Jeff Matiasevich also needed 
only one practice session to realize 
-that his shoulder, which was injured 
in a crash with Damon Bradshaw in 
the fourth Paris final, was too 
painful for him to race. Jeff Leisk 
was the luckiest guy around when 
he survived landing on second class 
riders who crashed before him off the 
big jumps in each of the practice 
sessions. 

Add to all that John van den Berk 
with vision problems and 24 stitches 
in his left bicep after a car crash the 
day before the race, plus a jet-lagged 
Rick Johnson, who had been to 
California and back within a week 
and the most incredible thing was 
that the 14,000 full house in the 


Palexpo were treated to superb 
racing. 

The heats were magnificent on 
Friday as England's Warren Edwards 
was all over Mike Craig with Larry 
Brooks, Denny Stephenson and Jeff 
Emig left in their wake on the superb 
John Savitski track. Craig ran the 
Brit off the track, though Edwards 
returned to win his semi easily. 

Heat two was amazing. Kied- 
rowski couldn't hold on after taking 
the holeshot and finished fourth as 
the race saw four different leaders in 
the final half lap. First Larry Ward 
brutally drove under Cooper but 
couldn't get away before the next 
turn and Cooper returned the com- 
pliment. Leisk went through the 
gap, but bobbled into the hay bales 
at the end of the whoops ànd dropped 
to third as Ward took the win. 

Johnson never saw which way Jeff 
Ward went in the third heat, and in 
the semi Johnson only passed Greg 
Albertyn for second on the run to 
the finish. 

Van den Berk and Swiss star 
Charly Tonus exchanged the lead in 
heat four until both fell on the same 
lap to give Broc Glover the win. 

Emig hurt a wrist when he jumped 
a berm and slammed into the sta- 
dium wall after being passed in rapid 
succession by Leisk, Kiedrowski and 
Cooper. Larry Ward needed the Last 
Chance Qualifier for his second win

after Jeff Ward walked away with 
semi two. 

The first attempt to run the final 
was short as Brooks crashed on the 
second jump and was taken away 
with knee injuries after being run 
over. Larry Ward and van den Berk 
repeated their holeshot at the second 
attempt and the American looked all 
the way a winner until he went down 
three laps from the end and struggled 
in for sixth after landing on his 
head. 

Jeff Ward had been up to second, 
but crashed at the end of the whoops 
and rode on at a much-reduced pace, 
having pulled his right shoulder. 
Leisk's chances had gone earlier 
when he went over the bars as his 
front wheel hit a hay bale dislodged 
by Kiedrowski. 

Kiedrowski had been improving as 
the evening went on, passed Johnson 
on lap two and Cooper soon after 
to win his first 250cc Supercross 
when Jeff and Larry Ward hit the 
deck. Van den Berk rode well with 
his injuries to keep fourth. 

On Saturday the heats were again 
lively as Cooper ran away with his 
heat. Van den Berk and Leisk both 
survived falls, while Larry and Jeff 
Ward fought out a close heat two and 
Kiedrowski had to come through 
from a bad start. Albertyn beat 
Glover, Stephenson, Rick Ryan and 
Fred Andrews with ease in the third 
heat, the fourth being scrapped as 
injuries reduced the field to 39 riders. 
Johnson had gone to ride in Genova, 
Italy. 4 

After Tonus had delighted the 
home crowd by leading the first semi 
for two laps, van den Berk took over 


‘and countered every attack by Cooper 


while Larry Ward, Kiedrowski and 
Craig got the better of Leisk. 

Jeff Ward needed half of the second 
semi to catch and pass Albertyn, with 
Stephenson, Andrews and Ryan left 
well behind in their battle with 
Evertson, who was again improving 
as the event went on. 

The Kawasakis of Craig and Yann 
Guedard led the start of the final with 
Cooper quickly demoting van den 
Berk from fourth as Albertyn com- 
pleted a five-man breakaway. 

Jeff Ward went down in a collision 
with Leisk, and the Australian 
crashed out alone one lap later as 
Ward chased Kiedrowski through the 
pack. 

Craig was the weakest of the front 
five and soon surrendered his lead, 
but Cooper crashed at the end of the 
whoops on his first attempt to take 
the lead from Guedard. The French- 
man and van den Berk moved away 
in front as Cooper led Jeff Ward and 
Kiedrowski past Craig. The Amer- 
ican champions couldn't live with 
Cooper, indeed Ward crashed out 
trying to stay with the new Suzuki 
pilot. 

In the last three laps Cooper 
stormed to the win and, with Kied- 
rowski only fourth, the overall ©

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ut it's been a gruel- 
B ing eight months 

of rehabilitation 
that has seen his weight 
climb from a post- 
hospital stay 116 pounds 
back to his pre-accident 
137 pounds. It's been a 
struggle that has seen him 
recover to the point of 
normalcy — to a point 
where he can live the 
rest of his life doing the 
same things most eve- 
ryone does. But the thing 
he did best was race, 
and a normal life isn't 
enough for Shobert. The 
man who is second on the 
all-time AMA National 
win list with 38 victories 
won't be completely sat- 
isfied until he can make 
a successful return to 
racing. 

And the carrot at the 
end of the stick is being 
held by his good friend 
Kenny Roberts, in the 
form of Shobert's inclu- 
sion in his U.S.-based 
AMA 250cc National 
team. But Bubba knows 
the rest is up to him. 

"I'm going to Kenny's tomorrow 
to ride ànd train, and then I may be 
riding 250s over here for him," 
Shobert said on November 28. “But 
I'm only going to race if I'm capable 
of winning. If I can ride with Wayne 
(Rainey) at Kenny's, that'll be a good 
indication. I'll just see if I can get 
it back to where it used to be." 

Many question Shobert's desire to 
return to the sport that so nearly took 








his life. But for the Lubbock, Texas, 
native the answer is simple — racing 
has been his life since he first 
strapped on a steel shoe as an eight 
year old. What else is there? 

“People don't understand why I 
want to race again," Shobert said. 
"Bur that's all I've ever done. For the 
last couple of weeks I haven't done 
anything and it's really boring. If I 
retired, I'd go nuts.” 








Eight months ago, whether or not 
he could race again was the least of 
Shobert's problems. The collision 
with Magee had bruised his brain, 
and doctors were fighting to stop the 
swelling. It was a slow process, but 
Bubba was eventually transferred by 
plane from Monterey back to Texas 
where he began his tedious 
rehabilitation.

"I spent three days a week at 
rehab," Shobert said. “It was back 
to the basics. I was doing stuff there 
that if I showed you, you'd say, 'Boy, 
that's stupid.’ It was just stuff that 
was real easy; it was stuff to retrain 
the brain." 

The damage was to the left side 
of the brain, and the result was a bout 
with slowness on the right side of 
his body. He would have to retrain 
himself to do the things that before 
had come so naturally. 

“The most diffcult part has been 
getting used to using my right side 


again," Shobert said. “You take a lot 


of things for granted — it's like you 
don't even think when you tie your 
shoes, but I had to. It's just things 
you've learned all your life and you 
don't realize you're learning them at 














the time, but you are. It's like driving 
a nail into wood — with my right 
hand I can barely do it. But it’s 
getting better every day.” 

And giving up has never entered 
his mind. 

“1 was always positive about it," 
he said. “I never really had a just- 
screw-it attitude. I was always trying 
to get better - but it wasn't really 
getting better, it was just trying to 
get back to normal. Sometimes when 
Ispeak I know the words don't come 
out like they should, but it's just a 
matter of practice because (ће more 
I talk the better it gets.” 

The rehabilitation is far from over. 
Sbobert continues to work out in a 
garage that has been dedicated to the 
purpose - weight-lifting machines, a 
Lifecycle and free weights fill the 
room where Bubba spends many an 
hour. The walls are lined with 
oversized replica checks from Camel 
- souvenirs of the real ones that have 
since been cashed, in amounts of up 
to $100,000. There’re also large, 
hand-made get-well cards from fans 
that serve as added incentive to the 
man on the rebound. Trainer Dean 
Miller has set Bubba up on a pro- 
gram dedicated to getting his right 
side back to normal. The strain on 
his face when he works the right side 
is a constant reminder that this is 
no easy task. 

Shobert has been given brain tests 
throughout this ordeal, and the news 
from doctors following the most 
recent tests was favorable. The 
swelling in his brain was completely 
gone — he was given a clean bill 
of health. 

"Until this happened, I really 
didn't know how much control the 











brain has over the whole body," 
Shobert said. “It definitely has to be 
the worst injury of any. If you break 
your leg, your leg is the only thing 
that's broken. But with the brain, it's 
everything." 

Remarkably, Shobert has no fears 
about a return to the race track. 
Fortunately, he remembers nothing 
about the Laguna Seca accident, or 
for that matter the Grand Prix itself. 
The Australian GP, held the week 
prior to Laguna, is clear — but from 
there until a week after Mother's Day 
in May, there's nothing but blanks. 

"Racing again doesn't worry me 
because what happened doesn't 
ordinarily happen," he said. “1 
didn't just fall down. It really wasn't 
a racing accident — the same thing 
could have happened to me on the 
way to the race track. I don't look 
at 1t as racing being dangerous. It 
is, but it’s no more dangerous than 
anything else.” 

We've all read the stories of those 
who have flirted with death emerg- 
ing from comas with wild tales of

rendezvous' with Elvis and such. But 
not Shobert: “I think they make them 
stories up," he says with a grin. 

What about his views on life? Has 
his outlook changed? 

“No, I don't look at things any 
differently now," he says, honestly. 
“105 just the same ol’ crazy Bubba.” 

While watching the video tape of 
the Laguna incident sends chills up 
the spine of every Bubba Shobert fan, 
Bubba himself 1sn't bothered by it. 
“Since I don't remember it, when I 
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watch it, it’s like it’s not really me. 
But it doesn’t look like I crashed that 
hard. Everybody says it’s scary to 
watch, but to me it doesn’t seem like 
that bad of a crash.” 

Shobert has said all along that he 
harbors no ill feelings toward Magee 
for the accident, and the months of 
rehabilitation haven't changed his 
mind. “I don’t have any hard feelings 
toward Kevin because I know he 
didn't do it to hurt somebody," he 
said. "He learned something from it, 
and I think everybody learned some- 
thing from it. I paid the price, but 
it could have been a lot worse.” 

One of the things Shobert learned 


106 and the next day I could shoot 
95. At home, I throw a baseball a 
lot, and one day I can wake up and 
say, "Man, I'm gonna throw a lot 
better today.' And I will. 

“Every day, things get a lot better, 
and I don't have any bad days. It's 
not like some days I wake up and 
can't do anything. My right side used 
to start getting worse as the day wore 
on, and I even used to have to take 
a nap. But now it stays good all day. 
It's just like it used to Бе.” 

Prior to his trip to Roberts' ranch, 
we asked Shobert if he was afraid of 
failing in his attempt to come back 
to racing. He answered: "Tm not 
nervous because I know I can do it. 
Trying to prove it to everybody else 
is the hard part. It's like when you 
first start racing and you say, ‘I’m 
gonna be Grand National Cham- 
pion.' They make you do things for 
three or four years by yourself to 
show that you can be. So for me, it's 
like starting over again." 

The riding at Roberts’, however, 
won't be the first time Shobert’s 

































thrown a leg over a motorcycle since 
the accident. 

“Tve been riding a street bike 
down the coast," he said. “Ат first, 
I would have to tell myself to use 
my right side with the brake and 
everything. And it wasn't real 
smooth. It was either on or off, but 
the last few times everything was 
automatic again. So it’s coming 
back." 

And then there was the time on 
mini bikes with Rainey.''I was being 
real cautious until I fell down, and

from the accident is the importance 
of a solid insurance policy. His 
policy didn't cover accidents taking 
place on a race track, and he's 
fortunate that Honda stepped in and 
came to the rescue. 

“Honda paid all my doctor bills, 
about $150,000," Shobert said. “I was 
on a group policy with my dad. I'd 
checked into it and the premium on 
the racing part of it was real high 
— so I put it off. But ГЇЇ get it next 
time. I was lucky because Honda 
didn't have to help." 

In addition to the help he's 
received from Honda, Shobert has 
been given an unbelievable amount 





of support from his family and fans. 

“After you win a bit it seems like 
everybody starts not liking you," he 
said. "So it was nice to get the 
support from the fans. When I went 
to Springfield to watch the mile they 
yelled for me when I was introduced. 
Usually, at Springfield, they booed 
me. 

Aside from the question mark 
hovering over his ability to return 
to racing, the only thing currently 
worse for wear is his golf game. “I 
was shooting in the low 80s, but now 
Im shooting about 105s," he said. 
“But I don't really have to play to 
get better. One day I could shoot a 





then everything started working 
normal." 

Shobert has had other offers as far 
as a return to racing but surprisingly 
none from Honda — although they 
have offered him a job in their public 
relations department if his attempt 
at a comeback is unsuccessful. The 
racing offers, however, have come 
from elsewhere — but apart from the 
Roberts deal, he'd be more or less 
on his own. 

“T’ve been there before, and there's 
only so far back I'll go,” he said. “If 
I can't ride, I'll quit. You're not 
going to see Bubba Shobert riding 
around at the back of the pack." ө

ineteen eighty-nine wasn’t 

exactly a banner year for the 

Honda CR250. Although it 
was arguably the best bike in its class, 
less-than-marginal suspension char- 
acteristics kept the '89 CR from being 
aclear-cut winner. Instead, its flawed 
forks enabled the competition to 
close to the point that the CR had 
to beat the other gwys off with a stick, 
rather than letting it assume its 
rightful place at the top of the 
quarter-liter mountain, all alone and 
unchallenged. 


What's new? 


One of the major problems with 
the '89 Showa fork was a poorly 
designed bottoming system, which, 
if it worked properly, would've 
prevented the fork from bottoming 
harshly. To compensate for the 
bottoming. system's inefficiency, 
mid-stroke damping had to be 
increased more than the engineers 
had intended and the result was a 
harsh and unstable ride. For 1990, 
though, Showa redesigned the bot- 
toming system, so that lighter and 
more progressive damping could be 
used throughout the stroke without 
excessive bottoming. 

Last year's fork also. had problems 
with heavy stiction. To help remedy 
this, Showa shortened the slider 
bushings by five millimeters and 
tapered them to reduce binding 
friction, and used special low- 
friction oil in the tubes. The new fork 
has 14 external compression damp- 
ing settings. 

Frame geometry has also been 
changed to help give the CR better 
straight-line stability. The fork 
caster angle changed from 28° 12’ to 
28°03’, trail from 4.92 inches to 
5.02, and a new aluminum 
steering stem was relocated 5mm

rearwards. Also, to improve strength, 
the stem diameter was increased from 
26mm to 30mm with a larger base 
bearing. 

The rear Pro-Link suspension is 
slightly refined. Different Delta- 
shaped linkages are used for a new 
ratio and the shock received some 
minor valving mods to complement 
the new linkage ratio. The Showa 
shock is fully adjustable with 21 
rebound and 22 external compres- 
sion damping settings. Wheel travel 
remains the same with 13 inches at 
the rear and 12 inches up front. 

Disc brakes are found front and 
rear. Both discs are slotted with a 


.twin-piston caliper supplying the: 


power up front and a single-piston 
caliper doing the trick at the back. 
Most of the other changes to the 
chassis are to improve the motorcy- 
cle's durability. Both the rear hub 
and rim are beefed. up, as well as the 
chain guide. The rear master

cylinder has been relocated to the 
inside of the frame for better protec- 
tion, and the rear frame joint has 
been moved inwards to lessen boot 
contact. Plus, the footpeg location 
has been changed by widening and 
raising them by 3mm. 

The single cylinder, water-cooled, 
two-stroke, 59.2-pound motor wasn't 
ignored: it received the fine-tooth 
comb treatment, such as alterations 
to the Honda Power Port exhaust- 
valve system, different porting, and 
adding weight to the crankshaft. 

The porting changes are relatively 
minor: the exhaust port was closed 
.5mm and the transfer port opened 
.5mm. To match the new porting 
specs, the compression ratio was 
slightly lowered. The cylinder bore 
is Nikasil-plated. 

A lighter pull on the clutch lever 
has been achieved by switching to 
lighter clutch springs, and durability 
has been increased with the addition 
of one each friction and steel plates. 
The close-ratio five-speed transmis- 
sion remains the same. 

Other changes to the motor 
include increased crankshaft mass 
and stronger crank pins, reed-valve 
guide integrated with the carburetor 
insulator, and a lower compression 
ratio to match the new porting specs. 
The motor itself was raised in the 
frame by 3.5mm. 

Carburetion is supplied by a 
38mm flat-slide Keihin and now 
breathes through a new airbox, 
which is designed for easier main- 
tenance and more efficient air intake. 

The 1990 CR has a new look with 
redesigned body parts, including the 
gas tank, radiator shrouds, fenders 
and side panels. Although the 
Honda is still colored red, it is now 
lighter and brighter than before. The 
frame is now painted white. 


Is it any better? 


First of all, just sitting on the CR 
and feeling out the controls and 


‚ seating position makes you want to 


fire the thing and tear up the track. 
The handlebars have a very neutral 
bend and the levers and grips are by 
far the best in the business. The seat, 
which is 10 % denser than last year's

CR, is more comfortable than before 
and the new gas tank is very narrow, 
giving the Honda a light and well- 
balanced feel. 

A couple of jabs on the right-side 
kickstarter lever brings the two- 
stroke motor to life and after a short 
warm-up period, the red machine is 
ready to roost. 

When we hit the track on the new 
CR, we just didn’t want to get off 
of it. We immediately noticed the 
improved fork, which greatly con- 
tributed to the motorcycle’s nimbler 
feeling and improved straight-line 
stability over rough ground. At first, 
the CR’s suspension felt a little stiff 
and didn't want to "sink in" over 
the whoops and bumps. But after 
some minor adjusting to the shock's 
preload and compression and 
rebound damping settings, we got 
the CR's suspension working quite 
well. Not perfect, but much better 
than last year's. 

The fork has a much smoother and 
more progressive feel and is less 
twitchy, or busy. You can now 
confidently push the fork through 





the gnarly whoops and holes at 
speed. With its improved mid-stroke 
damping, the Honda performs much 
better under heavy braking when its 
weight is being transferred to the 
front wheel. Instead of resisting the 
extra load, the new fork absorbs the 
bumps with ease and rarely shakes. 
It still twitches now and then, but 
not with the intensity of last year's 
model. ; 

With the front suspension now 
holding its own, the rear Pro-Link 
suspension is no longer spending all 
of its time bailing the front end out 
of trouble. Instead, the back end feels 
plush and stable. At first, we some- 
times had problems with the back 
end kicking sharply over the bumps 
under heavy braking, but, again, 
adjusting the damping settings, 
helped eliminate this problem. Both 
the fork and shock seemed sensitive 
to each click on the damping adjust- 
ments. So the CR's suspension 
should be easily adjustable for a wide 
variety of riders and terrain. 

One word describes the CR's 
motor — awesome. Not only is the 








CR fast (maybe not the fastest on the 
track, but it is fast), it has a super- 
manageable powerband that should 
keep everyone from the beginner 
racer to the intermediate rider very 
happy. The rear wheel starts digging 
for traction as soon as the throttle 
is barely cracked, and as it is rolled 
on even more, the rider is rewarded 
with smooth pulling power 
throughout the power range. There's 
no major power surge anywhere in 
the powerband, which makes the CR 
feel deceivingly slow. But it's actu- 
ally a very fast motorcycle, capable 
of stealing holeshots on any track. 

As far as handling, the Honda is 
first-rate. Its well thought-out seat/ 
handlebar/footpeg relationship 
makes it extremely easy to flick 
around on the track and in the air 
while sailing over jumps. 

As far as turning, the Honda is 
tough to beat. Thanks to its com- 
fortable layout, it's easy to position 
your weight on the motorcycle to just 
the right spot when negotiating the 
turns. The CR goes where it is 
pointed without much back talk. 

Traditionally, CR motocrossers 
have had good brakes. For 1990, the

tradition continues with powerful 
stoppers at both ends. A light squeeze 
on the front brake lever is all that’s 
needed to activate the smooth and 
progressive front disc, while the same 
is true for the rear disc. After many 
hours of riding on the CR, the pads 
still stick to the disc as if they were 
brand new. 


The bottom line 

If it sounds like we are raving over 
the 1990 Honda CR250, we are. 
Combining the CR’s improved sus- 
pension with its already sound pow- 
erplant, powertul brakes, slim layout 
and smooth-working controls, it’s a 
motorcycle that will please a wide 
range riders with few adjustments 
out of the crate. However, most 
people will want to take the time and 
do some fine-tuning to the suspen- 
sion with the many front and rear 
compression and rebound damping 
and preload settings. For the major- 
ity, the CR can be dialed in without 
having to make a trip to the local 
aftermarket suspension specialists. 

The new CR250 is going to be the 
bike to beat in 1990, but we doubt 
that it will. e

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ore isn't always better. 
And in the case of motor- 
cycle engineering, less is 
sometimes more. 

No one proved that better in 1989 
than Squadra Corse Ducati. In the 
hands of Frenchman Raymond 
Roche, the works eight-valve Ducati 
twin posted win after win in World 
Superbike competition, and was 
typically faster than any of its four- 
cylinder opposition, even in a 
straight line. 

Similarly, Dale Quarterley showed 
that a Ducati could be a factor as 
he posted second- and third-place 
finishes in AMA Superbike 
Nationals on his Eraldo Ferraci- 
tuned machinery. 

The benefits of Ducati's racing 
development can now be reaped by 
American enthusiasts with the long- 
awaited introduction of the street- 
legal 851 Superbike, a machine that 
is without a doubt the most capable 
Ducati ever built. 


Old world craftsmanship 


The heart and soul of the 851 is 
its motor, whose roots lie in the 500cc 
Ducati Pantah designed by Ducati’s 
legendary designer, Ingenere Fabio 
Taglioni, a.k.a. “Dr. T.” A prototype 
of the Pantah debuted at the 1977 
Milan, Italy, Motorcycle Show, but 
it wasn't until 1981 that a production 
version appeared. In its original 
configuration, the air-cooled, two- 
valve per-cylinder, SOHC V-twin 
boasted bore and stroke dimensions 
of 74 x 58mm for a displacement of 
499cc. Since then, the Pantah pow- 
erplant has been bored and stroked 
and bored and stroked again and 
again to give a variety of displace- 
ments, and has appeared in air-, oil- 
and liquid-cooled form. In its var- 
ious guises it has powered produc- 
tion motorcycles as diverse as the 500 
and 600cc Ducati Pantahs, 650cc 
Cagiva Alazzurra and Elefant, 750cc 
Ducati Е-1 and Paso, and most 
recently the 85lcc Superbike and 
904cc “906” Paso. 

The Massimo Bordi-designed 851 
engine is highly-oversquare with a 
92mm bore and 64mm stroke, and 
a relatively high compression ratio 
of 11:1. The 851 differs from previous 
Pantahs in that it has DOHC 
cylinder heads with four valves 
apiece, is liquid-cooled and, perhaps 
most importantly, fuel-injected. 

The Weber/Marelli fuel injection/ 
engine management system com- 
prises a pair of 50mm injectors with 
an electronic brain residing in the 
bike's tail section. The computer

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varies fuel and ignition settings 
based on data obtained from sensors 
which detect air pressure, air/coo- 
lant temperature, and throttle posi- 
tion/rate of movement. Since the 
computer compensates for the effects 
of changes in altitude and air temper- 
ature, jetting changes are a thing of 
the past. 

Like all Pantah motors, the 851 
utilizes belt-driven desmodromic 
valve gear, a system which does away 
with traditional valve springs, 
instead substituting rocker arms to 
open and close the valves. 

_The benefits of desmodromics 
were great when they first appeared 
on a Ducati in 1958 — higher rpm 
capabilities without fear of broken 
or floating valve springs — but with 
today’s metallurgists producing 
highly durable valve springs, desmo- 
dromics are more a matter of tradi- 
tion than performance. Which is not 
to say that the desmo’s performance 
isn’t on par with today’s prevalent 
coil-spring valve-closure systems — 
only that the advantages are not as 
clear-cut. 


key, listen to the electic fuel pump 
slurp gas fora few seconds, then push 
the starter button and the engine 
springs to life. The throttle needs to 
be blipped a little while the motor’s 
cold, but once warmed it idles fine. 

And the sound! True, the exhaust 
note can be compared to that of a 
Harley-Davidson at tickover, but at 
full-song it sounds like a runaway 
diesel! The gear whine and various 
mechanical noises emitting from 
beneath the fuel tank only add to the 
ambiance, and exude the aura of a 
carefully-crafted machine; the 
mechanical cacophony... make 
that caco-symphony reminded us of 
a Ferrari. 

Pulling away from a standstill, the 
tall first gear and dry multi-plate 
clutch conspire to chatter, and stop- 
and-go traffic only makes it that 
much worse. In sporting situations, 
however, the clutch works fine, and 
the six-speed transmission is not 
only the slickest-shifting Italian 
gearbox we've sampled, it’s one of 
the best ever. 

On the open road the temperature 


garm pivoting in the engine cases in 
customary Pantah fashion. This 
allows a relatively short 56-inch 
wheelbase, in spite of the fact that 
the 90-degree V-twin is on the long 
side, with the horizontal cylinder 
residing in close proximity to the 
front wheel. 

In habitual V-twin fashion, the 
motor pulls from the basement, 
“carbureting”’ cleanly all the way, 
but still has a significant top-end 
rush beginning at 7000 rpm and 
pulling strongly to just short of the 
10,000 rpm redline. 

If the EFI has one glitch, it’s a 
slight surge at 5000 rpm. However, 
it’s not that offensive; in fact, there 
are popular street bikes with far 
worse carburetion. 

It’s smooth, too. With the excep- 
tion of idle and the surging point 
of the midrange, the motor is vir- 
tually vibration-free; in turn, the 
mirrors provide a clear view of the 
road behind, and the Veglia instru- 
ments remain rock-steady. 

On the other hand, the warning 
lights are hard to see due to the dark 


discs and sticky 120/70x17 front Hi- ` 
Sport slow you down in a real hurry. 

The Marzocchi suspension com- 
ponents are nothing short of mag- 
nificent, and are also easily adjus- 
table via knobs on the fork and shock 
themselves, and on the remote shock 
reservoir (reached through the 
removeable bum pad opening in the 
tailpiece). Ride height and leverage 
ratio of the rear unit can also be 
adjusted by a star wheel at the shock 
eye/linkage juncture. 

Our only beefs were with the front 
brake lever, which felt mushy no 
matter how many times one bleeds 
it, and with the large-diameter foam- 
rubber grips, which made our hands 
cramp. But that’s nit-picking. 
One-upmanship and the 851 

The 851 is the first Italian motor- 
cycle since the 1970s to provide a 
truly viable alternative to a Japanese 
sport bike — one which does every- 
thing just as well, yet which main- 
tains that individualistic quality 
which Italian motorcycles have come 
to represent.

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One certain disadvantage, how- 
ever, is the increased complexity of 
desmodromic valve trains. Even with 
half as many cylinders, the eight- 
valve Ducati twin has the same 
number of rocker arms, cam lobes 
and shims as a 16-valve four, with 
comparable service requirements. 


Real world performance 


The modernization of the Pantah 
has resulted in an engine which 
produces in the neighborhood of 80 
horsepower at the rear wheel, but 
which feels much more powerful. 
Part of that is due to the bike's light 
weight (Ducati claims 405 lbs. dry), 
but much of the credit must also go 
to the power characteristics. It 
doesn't matter how much horse- 
power you've got if you can't get it 
to the ground, and in that respect 
the Ducati has few equals. In an era 
when many four-cylinder sport bikes 
produce peaky power at the top of 
their powerbands, making them 
extremely demanding to ride, the 
Ducati is easy to ride fast. 

Starting the bike is a cinch because 
there's no choke lever; just turn the

gauge needle stayed planted at 
90°Centigrade, but around town it 
climbed to as high as 110°C, though 
with no noticeable loss of power. In 
turn, the electric radiator fan runs 
for as long as five minutes after the 
engine is shut off. 

The 851’s seating position is 
characteristic of a race-derived sport 
bike with a high solo seat, low, 
narrow clip-on handlebars, and 
high, rear-set footpegs. However, its 
narrow engine (as compared to an 
in-line four — it’s actually quite a 
bit wider than previous V-twin 
Ducatis) permits the footpegs to be 
placed further inboard than on a 
typical four-cylinder sport bike, and 
the result is the rider’s legs are much 
less splayed. This, more than the 
height of the pegs, is the biggest 
antagonist toward taller riders’ 
comfort, and in this respect the 851 
is quite liveable. 

Holding the front and rear wheels 
together is a chromemoly-steel 
tubular-spaceframe chassis, painted 
a tasteful shade of white, with the 
engine acting as a stressed member 
and the box-section aluminum swin-

plastic dash panel in front of them; 
the low-fuel light comes on as you 
pull away from the pump following 
a fill-up; the fuel float's electrical 
wires are easily fouled by the pump 
nozzle; and since there's no baffle 
behind the headlight, light leaks into 
the cockpit at night, making for a 
distracting ride. 

On the brighter side, the 851 is one 
of the best handling machines we've 
ridden. Exploring the action-packed 
roads of Harriman State Park in 
upstate New York showed just how 
well-mannered it really 1s. 

Steering is so neutral it's awe- 
inspiring, and combined with the 
limitless cornering clearance makes 
for a real thrill ride; we never touched 
anything down, in spite of our best 
efforts. 

Exiting corners is a rush — just 
whack on the throttle and hold on, 
the smooth power and gigantic 180/ 
55x17 rear Michelin Hi-Sport 
Radial hooks up to send you on your 
way to a premature appointment 
with the following corner. Once 
there, the dual Brembo four- 
opposed-piston brakes with 320mm

But it doesn't come cheap. The 
original 851 racer boasted a whop- 
ping $20,000 price tag, and the 
subsequent Strada street version (for 
Europe only) wasn't much better, as 
it netted $18,000 on the U.S. grey 
market. 

Now, that price tag has happily 
been slashed to a much more reason- 
able (though still expensive) $10,900. 
For that, the buyer receives a refined 
product which boasts a number of 
improvements over the original 851. 
These include larger wheels and 
brakes, improved steering geometry, 
relocation of the battery to lower the 
center of gravity, better-looking 
mirrors and a superior overall finish. 

The primary reason for the 851's 
price reduction is the adaptation of 
mass-production techniques: rather 
than being hand-built in the racing . 
department like the original batch, 
the new bikes are now being built 
on an assembly line. 

That doesn't mean that there will 
be one on every corner, however, as 
Cagiva North America plans to 
import fewer than 300 examples. Get 
your order in soon. е

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evin’s cannon

he 1989 500cc World 

Championship may have 

finally gone to Eddie 

Lawson and Honda, but 

there isn’t much doubt 

which was the dominant 
combination in the class for most of 
the year: Kevin Schwantz and the 
Pepsi Suzuki RGV500. 

To put it bluntly, when Revvin’ 
Kevin and his revamped V4 Suzuki 
stayed upright and didn’t break 
down, he invariably won. Discount- 
ing the Spa debacle (where he 
crashed out of the lead of the third 
leg, only to end up with half points 
for second place overall when that 
leg was discounted from the results), 
he won every time he finished, except 
twice. Those, a pair of second places 
to Wayne Rainey in the U.S. and 
Lawson in France, were the only 
times the brilliant young Texan with 
the extrovert riding style was ever 
headed at the checkered flag, all 15- 
race season long. 

But to finish first, you must first 
finish, as the old racing axiom goes, 
and in spite of winning six GPs — 
twice as many as either eventual 
champion Lawson or runner-up 
Rainey — Schwantz could finish no 
better than fourth in the final World 
Championship table, just behind the 
ever-consistent. Christian Sarron, 
who failed to win a single GP in 
1989. 

If that tends to support those who 
claim the current points scoring 
system favors regular finishers like 
Sarron, rather than brilliant-but- 
erratic race-winners like Schwantz, 
well, that's certainly true, but even 
under the old 15-12-10 system, 
Schwantz would only have been 
third overall at the end of the season, 
in spite of all those victories. 

The reason is simple, and twofold. 
Schwantz failed to finish no less than 
five races in 1989, through a com- 








bination of rider errór and mechan- 
ical unreliability. He won the first 
GP of the year in Japan in brilliant 
style, and then took pole position for 
the next in Australia, but crashed on 
the first lap. After a second-place 
finish in the U.S., Kevin made his 
most spectacular mistake of the year, 
crashing near the end of the Spanish 
GP at Jerez while miles in the lead. 

To the cynics, this was confirma- 
tion of Schwantz’s uncanny talent for 
plucking defeat from the jaws of 
victory through unforced error. But 
indeed from then on (allowing for 
the Spa accident in the wet which 
ultimately didn’t count against him), 
Kevin cleaned up his riding act, 
riding flawlessly for the rest of the 
year and winning five of the nine 
remaining races. 

He would likely have won more, 
except for three breakdowns which 
even if they didn’t cost him the title, 
would surely have left him closer 
than 65.5 points adrift of Champion 
Lawson in the final table. At Hock- 
enheim, Kevin was challenging for 
the lead when a crankshaft bearing 
failed, though he admitted after that 
he "might have been over-revving it 
a bit to stay with Eddie and Wayne" 
in a three-bike battle for the win. No 
such explanation for the next failure 
at Assen, when the Suzuki exploded 
to a halt one and a half laps from 
the end of the Dutch TT with a

seemingly secure lead. A piston had 
broken up, sending a connecting rod 
through the crankcases (this was 
later traced to a faulty ignition unit). 
Next time though, it really was a 
faulty piston which broke midway 
through the Swedish GP, just as 
Schwantz was challenging eventual 
winner Lawson. 3 

Given the amazing reliability of 
current GP race bikes — all the more 
staggering when you consider the 
razor-edge development needed to 
extract over 160 horsepower from a 
500cc two-stroke engine — what in 
former days would have.been dis- 
missed as a typical “luck of the draw” 
trio of retirements became an off- 
season bone of contention between 
rider and factory, which clouded 
negotiations for the 1990 contract 
year. 

All this tends to obscure one 
undeniable fact: the RGV500 Suzuki 
in its latest '89 specification (factory 
code number XR75) won more 500cc 
GP races than any other bike in 1989. 
That alone made it worth trying to 
get a ride on "Kevin's cannon" at 
the end of the season, but having 
tried unsuccessfully to persuade 
Suzuki's affable race boss Mitsuo 
Itoh to let me get my leg over either 
of its predecessors in the V4 Gamma 
line since the factory returned to GP 
racing in 1987, I didn’t have much 
hope. 

“Wait till we win the World title!” 
had always been Itoh-san’s jocular 
response, but in the spirit of never- 
say-die I had another go at him at 
Donington this year, more in ritual 
hope than serious expectation. 

'Your interest in our bike is 
always appreciated," he said. 
"Maybe this time I think a test is 
possible. Please expect contact after 
Brazil СР.” 

In other words — don’t call us, 
we'll call you... except that this 
time, they did! So that's how Number 
34's final track appearance before 
being shipped back to Japan and a 
place in the Suzuki factory museum 





| took place at a sunswept Snetterton 
in mid-October, with yours truly at 
the helm for my first taste of 160 bhp- 
plus 500cc motorcycling. And to cap 
the experience, the first time Га 
sampled the new-generation carbon- 
carbon brakes that became a standard 
piece of high-tech GP hardware (at 
least on the Suzuki) during the 
course of this season. 

Suzuki completely redesigned 
their 500cc V4 for 1989. According 
to Schwantz's chief mechanic Simon 
Tongue, there's scarcely a single part 
from before that will fit the new bike. 
Perhaps because of this, the pre- 
viously open Suzuki pit became a 
haven of secrecy this season, as the 
factory imposed a security blanket 
which meant that the new XR75 
variant of the twin-crankshaft, 
crankcase reed-valve V4 engine was 
rarely seen or photographed with the 
fairing off. But little by little various 
details leaked out, until it was 
possible to build up a complete 
picture of the new bike. 

Schwantz's '88 XR74 had two 
main areas of needed improvement 
by the end of last season, and a host 
of minor ones. Most critical, though, 
were the need to slash weight dras- 
tically from the previous 286-pound, 
half-dry weight (almost 10% more 
than the Yamaha YZR500), and to 
make the bike more rideable when 
fitted with the new pipes and cylind- 
ers which appeared mid-season and 
permitted Suzuki to catch up with 
Honda in terms of horsepower and 
speed — but only at the expense of 
a narrow 2500 rpm powerband and 
very sudden mid-range delivery: 
12,500 rpm was max, and the step 
in the power curve at 10,000 rpm 


made the bike hard to live with in 
turns. 

But Suzuki's small, 30-man race 
department — a fraction of the size 
of HRC or even Yamaha’s race shop 
— knew what was needed, and spent 
much of their time during 1988 
working on the new '89 model, even 
at the expense of updating the XR74 
as much as they might have. 

That this was the correct policy 
was dramatically confirmed when 
Schwantz won the first GP of the 
season in Japan on the all-new 
XR75, which proved highly compet- 
itive with the Honda and Yamaha 
opposition from the very first race. 
At the other end of the decade whose 
start had seen them win back-to-back 
500cc titles with the RG500 square- 
four, Suzuki was back in business! 








The biggest change in the XR75 


motor over its predecessor is the re- 
phasing of the twin crankshafts, 
formerly both rotating in the same 
forward direction, but now contra- 
rotating like the Yamaha and Cagiva 
V4s. This has so many benefits, one 
wonders why they didn’t do it before. 
Among these are reductions in 
weight (thanks to elimination of the 
intermediate gear), friction, vibra- 
tion and gyroscopic effect. That's a 
lot of subtraction, but in terms of 
addition there’s more horsepower at 
higher revs — over 160 bhp at 15,000 
rpm. Intensive work on the six- 
transfer/three-exhaust port cylind- 
ers, new pipes and a revised 
electronically-controlled variable 
exhaust volume system using a 
cylindrical power valve enables this 
figure to be attained while at the 
same time broadening the spread of 
power and smoothing the midrange 
delivery. Thát's quite a trick, if you 
can manage it, and Suzuki's small 
team of engineers has achieved just 
that. 

The new engine is much more 
compact as well as lighter than its 
predecessor, with an included 
cylinder angle of about 65 degrees, 
but still featuring a side-loading 
extractable gearbox (now fitted with 
an oil pump for the first time) with 
a huge choice of ratios for each gear: 
six each for the bottom two speeds, 
no less than 13 for the middle two, 
and five each for fifth and sixth. 

Equally vast is the choice of 
alternative chips for the pre- 
programmable Nippondenso com- 
puterized ignition: literally dozens of 
microchips offering subtly different 
curves to choose from, though in 


practice the team tends to stick with 
one of a handful of suitable ones. 
There’s no facility for "cooking" 
their own chips (like on the Ducati 
and Bimota Superbikes’ Marelli/ 
Weber engine management systems), 
because the Suzuki is still fitted with 
carburetors, the same dual-body 
36mm Mikunis that they, Yamaha 
and Cagiva have used for the past 
couple of seasons. One gets the 
feeling Suzuki has reached a prag- 
matic decision that EFI can wait 
until someone else has made it work 
on a two-stroke GP bike. 

The new engine is fitted into an 
equally new chassis, much more 
refined in design and construction 
than Suzuki's previous efforts since 
re-starung GP chassis construction 


themselves after the era of the Heron 








honeycomb chassis for the works 
bikes in the mid-80s. Coupled with 
the smaller, more compact and 
lighter engine, this results in an 
impressive weight savings for the 
new XR75, which scales 264 pounds 
with oil/water but no fuel — fully 
on par with Honda and Yamaha. 
Engine designer Yoshida, chassis 
designer Manabu Suzuki, and their 
respective teams must have been 
pleased with their work, even before 
the first GP at Honda's home base 
of Suzuka proved just how successful 
their efforts had been. 

“You look at the new Suzuki, and 
you can see that everywhere Honda 
would have used a seven-millimeter 
nut, Suzuki used a six-millimeter 
one," commented Erv Kanemoto in 
graphic appreciation of the rival 
team's weight-saving efforts. 

Did they go too far, judging by 
the trio of breakdowns suffered later 
in the season? 

“There might be an element of 
that," admits Simon Tongue, “but 
the three breakages were all different, 
and had never been experienced 
before either on the dyno or in track 
testing. Га say only the Hockenheim 
retirement could have been caused by 
going too light on materials to save 
weight, and then Kevin was way 
overrevving it, anyway. The other

two were just faulty components, 
which you can't really foresee.” 

What I could foresee as I hopped 
aboard the RGV Suzuki at Snetterton 
was a frantic 20 laps, trying desper- 
ately to hang onto a 160 bhp-plus 
rocketship with a fierce power 
delivery and uncompromising 
handling. 

Well...I can't say it was like 
riding a step-thru moped, exactly, 
but the Suzuki turned out to be 
nowhere near as intimidating as I'd 
anticipated. 

The main reason for this is the 
extreme flexibility and supreme 
controllability of the XR75 engine's 
power delivery. If last year's bike was 
hard to ride, this one must have 
seemed like one of the big four- 
strokes Kevin cut his racing teeth on. 








It pulled from so low down as I exited 
the Snetterton pits that I bet they felt 
the shock waves in Australia. There 
was moving power at 6000 rpm, 
usable power from 7500 and Richter- 
scale motivation from anywhere 
above nine grand up to peak hor- 
sepower revs of 13,000 — and beyond. 
Slightly undergeared for Snetterton's 
main straight, I saw the tachometer 
needle regularly climb to 13,500 rpm 
without more than a slight notice- 
able. drop in power, and on one 
occasion when I got really brave with 
my braking at the end of the straight, 
to 13,700. Only later did I remember 
that "Kev the Rev" lived up to his 
name at Hockenheim, revving it this 
high and ending up breaking a crank 
bearing ... 

If the overrev capability the Suzuki 
V4 engine now possesses is impres- 
sive, it pales beside the smoothness 
and progressivity of that mega- 
power output, and the width of the 
powerband. Suzuki hasn't followed 
Yamaha's lead from a couple of years 
ago of obtaining Honda-beating 
power by narrowing the super- 


powerband (as Suzuki did themselves. 


last year), nor does the XR75 have 
a Cagiva-like step in the delivery 
when the power valve is fully open. 
Instead, the horsepower builds 
strongly but smoothly from around 


9000 rpm.up to the excesses of over- 
revving, making it more like a hyper- 
quick street bike than a fussy, peaky 
GP racer. (Too bad Suzuki got cold 
feet and cancelled their proposed 
road-going RGV500!) 

At 12,000 rpm, there's already 
more than 150 bhp on tap, so the 
hot tip is to try to keep the engine 
spinning above that mark, a task 
made easy by the set of ratios fitted 
for the test. Suzuki terms this the “D” 
gearbox, with the close but evenly- 
spaced ratios having an average of 
700 rpm between.gears on the left- 
foot, one-down, street bike shift 
pattern. that Kevin favors. At the 
same time, the engine is so torquey 
and flexible you can not only short- 
shift it when necessary (like just 
before hitting the bumps as you lay 
it into the long right-hander at 
Coram, enabling the back wheel to 
ride out the rough stuff more com- 
fortably in a higher fourth gear than 
a twitchier, high-revving third), but 
also use the low-down power to come 
out of slower turns faster (like at the 
Snetterton Hairpin/Esses). Using 
bottom gear coming out of tight 
turns makes the back wheel spin and 
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the front one reach for the sky; it’s 
faster and more controllable to use 
second gear, keep up cornering 
momentum (thanks to the great grip 
from the Michelin tires), and pull out 
cleanly if less spectacularly at lower 
revs from around 9500 rpm upwards. 

With such an amazing amount of 
power on tap almost anywhere in the 
upper rev range, the difficulties of 
keeping the Suzuki's front wheel on 
the ground in the bottom three gears 
can’t be discounted. You have to be 
very careful about exactly where and 
how hard you open the throttle wide, 
not just because the rear end might 
step out on you (as it did to me one 
lap on the exit of Russells), but 
because it’s an acquired art to steer 
the bike with the rest of your body 
while riding it like a circus pony on 
the back wheel with the front one 
waving in the air! 

Schwantz uses his body weight to 
control the bike as much as any 
current GP rider, and even has a 


special seat with a longer section so 
he can slide back and forth in it to 
alter the weight distribution accord- 
ing to circumstance. Slide forward 
to load up the front wheel intoa turn, 
slide back to put weight over the rear 
for added traction on the exit — in 
which case it’s not surprising that 
the Suzuki seems to wheelie as easily 
as it does. Every lap coming onto 
Snetterton’s main straight, the front 
end would reach for the sky at 
anything over 11,000 rpm with the 
throttle wound open, even in second 
and third gear. Sure, lots of fun — 
till you realize you’re heading for the 
infield and have to frantically try to 
pull it back in line before giving up 
and shutting off to let the front wheel 
resume earthly contact. Even using 
a higher gear didn’t make much 
difference — the “Тор Gun 500 "just 
reached for the sky regardless. 

The Suzuki's desire to reach for the 
stars would seem to confirm the 
suspicions held by rival teams that 
the XR75's chassis setup embodies 
some pretty radical steering geome- 
try and weight distribution (which 
other teams have been trying unsuc- 
cessfully to emulate), with a very 
steep head angle and low center of 
gravity to make the bike turn quickly 
into corners, and the engine moved 
back in- the chassis (compared to 
current wisdom) to improve traction. 
Were it true, the latter might explain 
how easily the RGV500 wheelies — 
but the Pepsi Suzuki team says this 


s the effect of a 160 bhp-plus power 








output, rather than any unusual 
chassis design: “We do play around 
with lots of different chassis settings 
at each race," admits Tongue, “but 
the basic geometry is pretty normal 
by current GP standards: wheelbase 
is 1420mm (56.8 in.) average, weight 
distribution 55/45 percent front- 
wards, and the head angle 24 degrees, 
though we do vary those a little every 
race by altering the ride height at the 
rear, or changing the static angle 
with eccentrics for the steering head. 
Also, the center of gravity's quite 
high. Honda's first NSR500 with the 
fuel tank under the engine proved 
that a low-down weight distribution 
doesn't make a bike steer properly, 
anyhow.” 

Okay, but I have to say that riding 
the Pepsi Suzuki conveyed a quite 
different impression than the other 
GP 500s I’ve ridden recently. For a 
start, it has a léss extreme riding 
position which places much less 
weight on the rider’s arms and

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shoulders than its current rivals. It 
feels more like a Honda of two or 
more years ago than a current Cobas- 
inspired design which accentuates 
the machine's static front end weight 
bias by shifting forward as much of 
the rider's weight as possible. Of 
course, much of this may come from 
Kevin's unusually upright riding 
stance. 

The result is a bike that is really 
easy, almost comfortable to ride. I 
was surprised to be told after my first 
session how wide the steering angle 
is. It feels like a bike that has a very 
steep front end geometry, with 
hardly any trail (a fact the flat yokes, 
with minimal offset, would seem to 
confirm), not only because of the 
speed and ease with which it can be 
laid into turns, but also because the 
handlebars shake from side to side 
in a straight line, usually a sure sign 
of a steep head angle. 

Then there was the time I messed 
up my gear change pattern and went 








into Riches one gear too high, and 
about 10 mph too fast. Grabbing a 
handful of front brake in mid-turn 
produced a mind-warping front-end 
wobble, as the wheel flapped from 
side to side instead of understeering 
towards the outside of the turn as 
I was expecting, and preparing to 
cope with. I was lucky to get away 
with that one, but after my pulse rate 
had returned from overload, I 
remained more convinced than ever 
that the Suzuki’s chassis setup is 
indeed different from the current 
norm. 

However they've done it, there's no 
doubt the RGV500 Suzuki steers 
brilliantly. You can lay it into a turn 
almost on autopilot, without having 
to wrestle it into submission like last 
year's NSR500 Honda. That progres- 
sive, flexible power delivery comes 
to the help of the rider, enabling the 
revs to be fed in as fast as he's 
comfortable with. Here, the 
increased compression damping at 
the rear (which is the major differ- 
ence between the XR75 chassis and 
the previous XR74 design, according 
to Tongue) isa key factor in stopping 
the rear end from squatting exces- 
sively under power and running out 
of damping. That was especially 
noticeable through the bumps at 
Coram, where as the track opens up 
you wind the power on hard in 
fourth gear while still cranked over, 
without the back end getting all 
loose. 

Mind you, I never got brave 
enough to emulate the approved 
Schwantz technique in slower turns. 
He just chucks her in hard, stands 
on the back brake in mid-corner to 
kick the back wheel into line, then 
fires it out of the turn on a semi- 
permanent wheelstand, using body 
English to keep it in line. 


Given that the way Schwantz rides, 
the front wheel hardly seems to touch 
the ground, the impressive perfor- 
mance of the Kayaba inverted forks 
might not seem so important, but 
they're undoubtedly one reason the 
bike handles so well. Switching back 
to their long-time supplier Kayaba 
after a spell with Showa, Suzuki was 
the only team to use Kayaba's new 
upside-down forks this season. These 
are fully-adjustable externally for all 
suspension functions, including 
both low- and high-speed damping. 
They were certainly too good for me 
to criticize in any way, and in fact 
the Pepsi team says they've hardly 
altered the internal settings all 
season: “We just fitted them as they 
came. Kevin was ecstatic about them 
first time he tried them, and they've 
hardly been touched since," says 
Tongue. 

The rear end was the subject of 
more éxperimentation, including 
briefly fitting a shorter swingarm 








that didn’t work so well (maybe they 
already had enough weight on the 
back wheel?!), all aimed at maxim- 


‚|, izing traction out of corners, an area 


which the XR75's considerable mid- 
range torque makes a critical aspect. 
And finally — the brakes. Unlike 
some of his rivals, Schwantz was 
convinced of the AP carbon-carbon 
brakes' effectiveness all through the 
season. After using a set of 320mm 
AP-Lockheed steel discs in the first 
two GPs in Japan and Australia, he 
consequently stuck with the carbons. 
The heat-retaining carbon-fiber 
shrouds then didn't appear on the 
Suzuki until three more GPs had 
gone by, since Laguna Seca, Jerez 
and Misano are all hard on brakes, 
and kept the temperatures up in the 
optimum  650-1300°Fahrenheit 
range, even without the shrouds. 

As it turned out, I got the chance 
to sample the bike both with the steel 
discs and with the carbons. My first 
reaction as I went out to begin with 
on the steel discs was — where's the 
brakes? Schwantz likes a very long 
lever, which comes back almost to 
the bar before there's maximum 
braking effect, and though they do 
obviously work very well, I wasn't 
totally enamored of the feel of the 
steel disc setup. You do get a fair 
bit of sensitivity, so that on the entry 
to Russells, for instance, you just 
stroke the lever to knock off a bit 
of excess speed before laying it into 
the left-hand entry, but the instant 
effect isn't there. It probably could 
be dialed in easily enough, though. 

Then, after a 10-minute stop while 
the entire brake system was changed 
to the carbons, I went out gingerly 
for a couple of slow laps with AP 
Racing engineer Ray Bailey's words 
of caution ringing in my ears: 
"Warm the brakes up properly, but 
don't drag the lever into turns, or 
else they'll grab on you as they did 
with Wayne Gardner at Laguna Seca 
(in practice, not his serious race 
crash.)" 

"There's no question you have to 
alter your riding style considerably 
with the carbon brakes. In fact, you 
actually have to brake a little earlier 
at the end of a long straight, to get 
some heat into the brakes before they 
start to work at 100 % efficiency. 
However, once they start offering 
maximum braking effect, it's like 
running into a brick wall. You have 
to learn to squeeze the lever hard at 
all times — no gentle touches to 
knock off a little speed — and to cope 
with the unusual feeling whereby the 
lever actually gets harder and comes 
back on you as the brakes servo 
themselves into max-stop mode, 
commensurate with the increase in 
temperature. 

It takes awhile to get used to the 
strange feel, and for guys like Kevin 
and Eddie and both Waynes who live 
at the outer reaches of machine 
control, I can understand how it 
must be a big decision whether or 
not to go with the carbon brakes. But 
having once made that move, I can't 
see how anyone would want to go 
back again, if only because the 
difference in technique is so great, 
and re-programing oneself to use 
steel discs again is as big a job as 
going in the other direction. About 
the only place you might think twice 
is at a superspeedway like Daytona 
— those long stretches on the bank- 
ing would really test the shrouds' 
efficiency — but since they don't run 
GPs on banked tracks, I reckon the 
carbon brakes are here to stay. 

Interestingly, the effectiveness of 
the carbon brakes added credibility 
to the belief that the weight distri- 
bution of the Suzuki is abnormal by 
current standards. With the gripping 
power of the AP discs working in 
full-on mode at the end of the 





Snetterton straight, the back wheel 
stayed firmly planted on the ground, 
something improbable on any other 
current GP bike Гуе ridden in the 
recent past. This made getting round 
the left-hander into the Esses only 
slightly less fraught than it might 
otherwise have been, as I frantically 
tried to push myself over to the other 
side of the bike in preparation for 
the right-hand hairpin following 
afterwards, while desperately trying 
to cram off unwanted speed and 
change down four gears at the same 
time. 

But the payoff on the carbon 
brakes came at the fast, fourth-gear 
Russells S-bend, where the Suzuki 
was noticeably easier to flick from 
side to side mid-corner than with the 
steel brakes, thanks to the lighter, 
smaller discs’ reduced gyroscopic 
effect — the whole setup is exactly 
50 % lighter than the steel discs, says 
Bailey. This, in turn, meant I could 
get on the power earlier, confirmed 
by the fact that I was hitting the 
13,000 rpm change-up points for 
fifth and sixth gears over the starting 
grid a good 50 yards or so earlier than 
in my previous session. Okay, I’m 
a believer. 

I’m also a believer in Kevin 
Schwantz, who if only he really has 
cured that fatal flaw of falling off 
at crucial moments must surely be 
the hot favorite for the 500cc World 
Championship in 1990. After riding 
the XR75 variant of his RGV500 
Suzuki, surely the best all-arounder 
in its class in terms of handling and 
performance, you won’t find me 
betting against him.

Team Green’s Larry Roeseler recorded his 
second Tecate 250K Enduro victory in the 
last three years, after gathering a low 26- 
point score in the 150-mile event. Roeseler’s 





nearest competitor was 
Kawasaki-mounted Kelby 
Pepper, from Colorado, who 
posted a 33-point tally, edging 
former four-time National Enduro 
Champion, Kawasaki-mounted 
Terry Cunningham by a slim two- 
point margin. Rounding out the top 
five were 1987 National Champion 
Kevin Hines, who squeaked ahead 
of current and two-time National 
Champion Randy Hawkins on the 
tie-breakers, with 42 points apiece.

trails run over the mountainous 
terrain of Baja California. Although 
the trails and the layout of the course 
left nothing to be desired by most 
of the competitors, the lack of rain 
and plenty of sunshine and wind in 
the area created severe dust problems. 
This was amplified by the 6:46 a.m. 
start time, which meant that not only 
did the riders have to deal with dust, 
they also had to contend with the 
early-morning rising sun's glare. 

“The couse was really nice, but the 
dust was horrible," said former 
Tecate winner Hawkins. “It was 
almost ridiculous to try and even 
ride. It was scary! I was riding hard 
and I was fighting the dust the whole 
way." 

Despite the dust, the factory 
Suzuki rider gave Roeseler a run for 
his money throughout most of the 
event. In fact, Hawkins said he 
thought he was leading Roeseler by 
a point or two at the 24-minute lunch 
stop at the end of the second loop. 

Even Roeseler agreed. 

"Randy and I both thought at 
lunch that we were about tied, maybe 
one point different," said Roeseler. 

But during the last 50-mile section, 
Hawkins burned a check by two 
minutes, costing him seven points. 
After burning the check, Hawkins 
knew he had "given" the win to 
Roeseler and just cruised to the 
finish.

There 
was a valley before that check and 
you could've gotten ahead real easy, 
but at the next reset he told me he 
burned it by two minutes. I said, 
‘Randy, what are you doing?’ And 
then I said, ‘Well, thanks a lot, 
buddy.’ We shook hands — it was 
actually pretty funny. 

“After that I caught Randy (who 
as riding a couple of minutes ahead 

pf Roeseler), which I hadn’t done all 
day, so I knew he was telling the 
ruth about burning the check. He 
was just cruising to the finish after 
burning that check." 

Hawkins’ mistake left the door 
open for Pepper, who was riding on 
minute one and taking full advan- 
tage of the relatively dust-free riding 
conditions up front. Pepper, who is 
the Rocky Mountain Enduro Series 
Champion, slipped into the number- 
two overall position with a 33-point 
score, topping Cunningham's 35- 
point tally. 

Many riders were knocked out of 
contention due to running out of gas 
during the long loops, one of whom 
was Hines. 

“T ran out of gas five miles from 
the first gas stop," said Hines, who 
was riding a 1990 KTM 250 E/XC. 
“T guess I was just spinning the rear 
wheel too much like a motocrosser, 
because no one else riding the same 
bike ran out of gas. I lost about seven 
minutes there until somebody gave 
me some gas. I also lost my odometer 
in the first section, and since they 
(the club) put mileage markers every 
10 miles instead of at all the major 
intersections and turns, I couldn't 
ride off my computer. I burned three 
or four checks." 

Colorado's Fritz Kadlec also ran 
out of gas but not before crashing 
and “... knocking myself silly," 
said Kadlec. 

Four-time National Hare & 
Hound Champion and the previous 
week's Barstow-to-Vegas Hare & 
Hound winner Dan Smith was in 
contention for the overall win before 
saturating himself with the extra gas 
he was carrying in a plastic bottle 
attached to his fannypack. A stick 
punctured the bottle and the KTM 
rider had to strip down to his 
underwear alongside the trail and 
douse himself with water. Despite 
losing valuable time, Smith finished 
the event 11th overall with 71 points. 

In order to avoid running out of 
gas, Roeseler, whose KX125 had a 
stock gas tank, carried two half- 
gallon plastic bottles full of gas on 
his fannypack. 

"I would use the bottles at the 
resets and not wait for the bike to 
run out on the trail," said Roeseler. 
“T ended up making all the gas stops 
with no problems." 

Illinois’ Jeff Fredette was also in 
top contention before burning two 
checks by 10 minutes. The Kawasaki- 
mounted rider reportedly pro- 
grammed his computer incorrectly, 
and before he realized it, the damage 
was already done. е

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n every sport there tends to be 

a forgetting of people, a loss 

of the key spotlight as perhaps 

their fortunes wane a little, the 
win is not always there and some of 
the working press view anything less 
than first place as never enough, 
There is always “the new kid on the 
block” the one with 
flash, dash and speed, and sometimes 
real talent, and people key on him. 
In speed sport racing there have 
always been a very few that whatever 
happened in their careers, as seasons 
roll on, it doesn’t matter. Their fans 
remain loyal. In ċars you think 
instantly of A.J. Foyt or Richard 
Petty. In motorcycles it’s Jay 
Springsteen. 

In each man there are similarities, 
a deep abiding love for the sport they 
became champions in, strong per- 
sonalities, a great sense of loyalty, 
and a belief in themselves. 

If there is a “soul” of the Harley- 
Davidson racing program it would 
have to be Jay Springsteen. Some- 
how you would never think of 
Springsteen without automatically 
imaging the black and orange of 
Harley-Davidson. 

What makes a champion? What 
makes a star? There are differences. 
Many things contribute to a person 
becoming a champion — equipment 
— a good helping of luck — talent, 
of course. But the indefinable thing 
is in the personality of the man. It 
could be called just plain guts. They 
have the ability to do it. Just do it! 
They don’t choke because of physical 
or emotional pain; they go on when 
even all the odds are against them. 
Jay has that “star” quality, and even 
if he didn’t have the most impressive 
set of records in the book ever 
compiled by a dirt track racer, he’d 
still be a star. It’s an undefinable 
something that comes from within; 
when you see it, you know it. 

Out of all the riders who are out 
on the Camel Pro circuit today, the 
crowd roars the loudest for Springer 
at introduction time. And this man 
has not won a National since 1985. 
His last National title in 1978. 

There are many current fans of his 
who weren't in the stands when he 
first came charging onto the 
National race scene as a rookie 
Expert in 1975 and into a merciless 
spotlight that would have quailed a 
less mortal. In spite of the dog and 
pony show going on around him, 
Jay had and still has, one thing 
foremost on his mind. Racing. 
What's going on with this race and 
when's the next one. 

Even before he turned Expert we'd 
heard about him. In the Ascot press 
box one night, an AMA official 
happily informed me, "We've got 
another one coming out of the 
Michigan woods who's going to 
knock your socks off. Wait 'til you 
see him." In those what seemed to 
be happier days in racing the Ascot 
regulars — riders who had grown up 
there and mostly dominated dirt 
track racing for a few seasons — 
knew what Ascot was about; a 
difficult track to learn. It was the 
tangible intangible of the circuit — 
a track that made great names do 
strange things. Even the great Bart 
Markel had taken his lumps there. 
It always caused a certain amount 
of glee among the West Coast con- 
tingent, so we all murmured politely 
and looked forward to seeing the 
newest member of the Flint Flyers 
(or Michigan Mafia, depending on 
your choice of words) on the Ascot 
oval. 

Originally there were two Spring- 


' steens on the track, Jay and his older 


brother Ken. As Juniors they usually 
ran one-two with Jay leading, but 
Ken was no slouch.

Ihe man 
they call 
Springer

^" Louisville and Harrington. He wag 
a high school junior, just barely 18 
and the youngest rider to ever wi 
a National. Another one for the 
books was he was the first rookie i 
20 years to win two in a row; Brad| 
Andres had been the last. Ric 
Gawthrop's Vista Sheen was his 
sponsor with Jimmy Clark handling 
the wrenches. They were ecstatic a 
the first win. “I knew we'd do it," 
whooped Clark. “But I didn't know 
how soon.” 

Next race was Columbus and be 
got third but had the fastest time| 
trial. he and Kenny Roberts being 
the only two to time in under 26 
seconds! The press was now calling 
him the rookie sensation. Still, there| 
was caution among the people who| 
had many years of the sport under| 
their belts. 

From Bart Markel: "Hee fast. He's 
clever and he doesn't appear to rattle 
easily. His talent lies in his ability 
to read a track, pick the best line and 
to adapt to whatever surface.” 

From Dick O'Brien, mastermind 
of the Harley racing program back 
then: “It’s my job to keep an eye on 
Jay. It's a little early yet for serious 
consideration but he's doing some 
fine riding." Still, Harley-Davidson 
was featuring ads showing Jay in a 
feet up, full lock slide with 65X on 
his number plates. 

The circuit turned west and at the 
Ascot National TT he promptly fell 
off in those notorious esses while 
chasing Gary Scott. Same night Mert 
Lawwill bit the dust too. But the 
night before had been the Gardena 
Gold Cup Half Mile, and it's a neck 
tingling experience when you see 
someone like Springsteen out on the 
oval for the first time yourself. It was 
there. Corky Keener won it (first non- 
Californian to do so), Jay was second 
and John Hateley on a Triumph 
finished third. 

Keener, wise to the ways of the 
Grand National circuit, became a 
good friend, as was Jimmy Clark, 
Jay's tuner who had spent 20 years 
working on Harleys and was an ex- 
racer himself. And Jay, having come 
up the hard way was no slouch 
turning wrenches himself. 

At Indianapolis, the legendary 
Carroll Resweber was heard explain- 
ing some finer points of riding the 
mile to Springer. People were happy 
to help him, but no one had taught 
him how to be the only rider on a 
mile who could keep the throttle on, 
pitch the bike into the turn and hold 
it there at 100 mph! That came 
genetically. 

At that particular Indianapolis 
race he and Corky Keener were hard 
at work on the last lap sorting out 
who was going to get the win, when 
they had the mind altering expe- 
rience of Kenny Roberts going by 
them hanging onto the infamous 
howling “Bomb,” the Yamaha TZ. 

By July, Jay was a member of the 
factory team. Greg Sassaman unfor- 

- tunately got injured, and Dick 
O'Brien's earlier words on caution 
not withstanding, Springer was 
given the berth for the rest of the year. 





The rest of the season was a hot 
nd heavy contest for points. Riders 
hen seemed to be grouped closer 
ogether and the Number One plate 
hase always went down to the last 
ew races, sometimes the last race. 
There were always four or five riders 

ho were capable — talent and 
bquipment-wise — to win a National 
bn any given day. It ended that year 
ht the San Jose Mile.

ompany for the rookie! 
The thing that struck me when I 
et him for the first time that year 
ht a gathering at the late J.C. 
gajanian’s home, was how young 
e really was. Not the “dumb ка” 
kind of a young man, but just young, 
eager and a bit shy. One almost 
anted to protect him from National 
racing for a year or so. Would it be 
too much too soon and he would 
burn out? It had happened before. 
In a quiet conversation with him and 
Bobbi Scott, then a Cycle News 
editor, we just talked about what 
being a professional really means. Of 
how a pro conducts himself, espe- 
jally around fans, and how he 
khould look, although the Harley 
eam itself always looked the epitome 
f professionalism in the pits. We 
mentioned how to be friendly but 
also be cautious around the press. 
Not all sports reporters see racing for 

hat it is, and some can get pretty 
savage with a rookie. 

There he sat, politely but intently 
istening, occasionally offering a 
comment or a question, but mostly 
just taking it in and running it 
through his mind. 

*He's clever," I thought. ' 
going to take what he can use from 
this conversation and toss out the 
rest.” We also saw and felt that 
ability of his, to make people feel 
they've known him from way before 
the actual first meeting. He still has 
it, after all the ups and downs that 

were to follow. 

Year 1976 started the real roll for 
Jay. He was now a full member of 
'Team Harley-Davidson. Gary Scott, 
after winning the Number One plate, 
left Harley with his (their?) Harleys 
under his arm to go it as a privateer 
so he could switch to other brands 
for certain tracks. Jay, in a huge 
stroke of luck, got Scott's tuner, Bill 
Werner, for his mechanic. 

Werner is considered by most (if 
not all) people in racing to be the 
top Harley-Davidson tuner. His 
record certainly proves it. He ended 
the 1989 season with Scott Parker's 
second Number One plate and his 
sixth time as tuner for the 
championship. 

Says Jay, while not discounting 
anyone else who knows how to make 
Harleys run fast and hold up, "Bill's 
the best. He has the best race track 
knowledge, how to get the power on 
the ground and make it work. How 
the chassis should be set up, and lots 
of little stuff. But all those little 
things add up." 

Later, Werner would even build a 
Twingle for Springsteen to ride in 
a TT (he won) and how he did it 
couldn't be duplicated by other top 
mechanics. What's a Twingle? A 
twin set up to fire like a single. It 
was tried by others but although Bill 
would talk about it a bit, what he 
really knew he wasn't sharing! 

The 1976 season is fondly remem- 
bered as one of the best ever. The 
Ascot Half Mile was the last National 
of the season and basically, three 
riders still had a chance at the title. 
Gary Scott, Springer and Kenny

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Roberts. Basically, all Jay had to do 
was to beat Scott in the race to get 
the plate. 

True to his ability and personality, 
he made a real go out of it in spite 
of dislocating a finger in a practice 
session crash. He went for the win 
and not just the points. Ascot hasn’t 
been the same since, it was stuffed 
with so many people the fire mar- 
shals were nervous and people trying 
to get off the freeway and into the 
parking lots were worse off. 

When the race ended Springer was 
the winner over Alex Jorgensen and 
he was the champ with Gary Scott 
second in the points chase. The 
youngster was so stoked it’s a wonder 
they didn’t put rocks in his pockets 
to keep him from floating away. 
Harley had thoughtfully hidden a 
red Sportster in a van "just in case” 
and it was presented to a delighted 
Jay who threw his arms around Dick 
O'Brien and hugged him like a 
father. There he was, all that enthu- 
siasm and love of racing that could 
light up a room, long hair and 
sparkling eyes. 

We asked Jay if he thought it all 
had happened too fast. 

"Yeah. Now I do. It happened so 
fast and I didn't know what it was 
like. I was too young to handle it 
comfortably; I just didn't know 
enough." 

Did Harley try to help him with 
how to live on the circuit, how to 
cope with it all? How to handle his 
money, even to start thinking ahead 
to that it wouldn't be forever and he 
had to look ahead a little? 

“No. I just went racing for them. 
That was all. It was my dad who 
watched over me and did the other 
stuff. I couldn't have done it without 
him. He paid my bills and took care 
of the book work so all I had to do 
was get from race to race. I only 
thought about racing, but he made 
sure I didn't blow it all.” 

The factory didn't take care of the 
expenses? 

"No. Under my contract they took 
care of the bikes and stuff and paid 
me a salary. Out of that I had to pay 
for everything else. All the travel 
expenses, everything." There was a 
little pixie grin in the voice, "You 
could call it a bit low-budget.” 

The racing world seems to ask a 
lot of its young, in many other sports 
there's a farm club or a university 
guarding the upward progress of its 
young stars as they mature. We just 
kind of chuck 'em out there, sink or 
swim. 

We got onto the subject of heros. 
He was modest of course. Obviously 
he realizes that he is a hero to a lot 
of people, and always has been but 
he doesn't hit you in the chops with 
it. Did he have a hero or heroes? 

"Yeah, I had one. (Gary) Nixon, 
you know. He was my hero. When 
I got the Number One he called me. 
I really thought a lot of that. That 
was nice. And (Chuck) Palmgren 
too. I always followed what he was 
doing." Today, Springer carries the 
number 9 on his plates, two-time 
Grand National Champion Nixon's 
old number. 

If all this happened so fast, what 
was it like out there on the circuit 
if Springsteen didn't have anyone 
with him? Did any of the others put 
their hands out to help? 

“Oh yes! In California (there was) 
Dave Aldana and he told me a lot, 
especially about being out there. And 
Palmgren. A lot of people were real 
nice. But me and (Steve) Morehead, 
we're the only ones left who know 
what racing was really like. How 
hard you had to work coming up and 
how much there is to learn. What 
you have to go through. 

“When I started out I had to learn 
to do a lot of the stuff myself. A lot 


of kids today don't know how to do 
that. If you gave them a wrench 
they'd hit themselves in the hand 
with it, then hand it back and say 
they can't do it. I like to work on 
bikes. Me and Werner finally had to 
come to an understanding about 
that." He laughs. “I finally told him 
okay I won't touch em if you won't 
ride 'em." Actually, Bill Werner is 
no slouch on a bike himself. 

People may think the three 
straight championships were rela- 
tively easy given the equipment

Jay found himself in clinics in '79 
in Houston, Los Angeles and the 
mighty Mayo Clinic. "Tension," 
they said. They offered mild sedatives 
and antacids. Still no real help. One 
doctor thought he might have a form 
of diabetes so his wife, Debbie, went 
to a special school to learn how to 
cook for such a condition. To Jay's 
credit he even talked to a psychia- 
trist... he wanted to get better. 

Here again we see part of what

Springsteen had, but not so. All the 
riders out there were more ferocious 
en masse than they are today. 

Since records started being kept in 
the '30s only three have done it. 
Carroll Reseweber is the only man 
ever with four straight, then Kenny 
Roberts with three, Jay, and most 
recently Bubba Shobert. No, factory 
ride or not it was not easy. And it 
still isn't easy. 

Now another problem came along. 
Springsteen became victim to bouts 
of violent stomach illness. No one 
could seem to help. People started 
talking and writing endlessly of what 
it might be, and how it could be 
helped. In some instances darker 
problems were whispered about. One 
know-it-all told me a tale one night 
and I looked him straight in the eye 
and told him he'd better be able to 
prove it because a man doesn't talk 
about another that way. A rather 
hasty retreat was beaten and we 
haven't really exchanged a word 
since except polite nods. But then 
people like to think the worst. 

Jay was again on the track in 1979 
and won three half miles in a row 
and the Peoria TT, while still getting 
sicker. By the end of the season, Steve 
Eklund, a quiet, privately sponsored 
Harley rider from San Jose emerged 
with the championship with 270 
points over Jay's 229. The illness was 
taking a terrible toll. 

What was done? According to 
Springsteen, everything. He took off 
from racing because so many doctors, 
when they couldn't find anything 
physically wrong told him it was in 
his head and to quit racing. “I went 
bear hunting that season," he said. 


makes Springer, Springer. Instead of 
saying, “Oh the hell with it, I've tried 
everything, I'll just quit com- 
pletely," he didn't. He continued to 
try to find out what was wrong and 
firmly refused to believe he was the 
only person with that problem. What 
wasn't brought out at the time was 
that the illness wasn't something 
new. 

"No, it didn't just start as my 
career went along. I had something 
like it when I was a lot younger but 
it never really bothered me. It just 
got worse as I got older and, of 
course, as the pressure increased. 
People wrote that it would hit me 
just before a race so therefore it had 
to be the pressure. Wrong. I'd been 
up north with a couple of buddies 
hunting and I had just gotten out 
of my sleeping bag in time. It would 
come on anywhere, not just around 
the races and not only during the 
racing season." 

In 1981 he was back out again. Ill 
or not, racing was too important to 
give up. He had a couple of sponsors 
and then ended up with who has 
been behind him for a few years now. 
Bill Bartels. It was a good match. 

Bartels and Harley-Davidson's 
Bob Conway had sponsored several 
lesser riders over the years, on a smail 
basis. "Mini sponsorships,” says 
Bill. "We really weren't getting 
anywhere and one day Conway 
mentioned that they needed someone 
for Jay on a full time basis. So, I 
thought okay!" I'm a Springer fan 
too, so me and Mike Mockbee (who 
builds the engines even though 
holding down a full time job in the 
air research industry) became Jay's 


sponsors. Bartels owns one of the 
largest Harley shops in the country, 
Bartels Harley-Davidson in the Los 
Angeles area, is well known among 
the racing fraternity and the street 
riders, and who is currently getting 
another claim to fame as being the 
shop that sells Harleys to the Hol- 
lywood people. He is a super neat 
person and goes back many years in 
the annals of the southern California 
race programs, on the track and off 
it (and sometimes head first in it). 

"I never asked if they were going 
to pay Jay or not, none of my 
business, but they were willing to 
give us a part sponsorship," says 
Bartels.“ Between Mike and I we had 
enough engines and Harley chipped 
in some old frames of Jay's that had 
been tagged and were in storage in 
Milwaukee . . . so... we went rac- 
ing. I think we helped Jay's confi- 
dence because some of the other 
people he rode for were really 
bothered by his illness. We knew it 
was liable to happen but they just 
couldn't stand it. They were depend- 
ing on him to be there and we 
weren't. We'd be there for him and 
he'd be there if he could. We were 
just glad to help. There was a lot 
of gratification to be part of racing 
for Springer. When he's well, he's 
hell!" 

I loved that quote but it turns out 
that it's not really Bartels' but rather 
Bill Werner's who could come up 
with some good ones. Like the one 
on Jay's illness but said with a touch 
of sadness, “Well, it's one way of 
nature to give the other guys a 
chance.” 

And so seasons went along, with 
Springsteen still hanging in there. 
Comes this. year, 1989, and things 
were sticky. Jay had always had fans 
in the factory, even among manage- 
ment. Bob Conway always supported 
him although as personalities they 
do not seem particularly fond of each 
other as insiders will tell you; still 
he’s a Springer fan. There is another 
person, a mechanic, at the factory 
Bartels talks about. 

“Al Stangler. He helped us so 
many ways. He was the guy on the 
end and well . . . he knows what he's 
done and we want him to know how 
much we appreciate it." Stangler 
worked on Jay's equipment at home, 
after putting in a full day at the 
factory in the race shop. 

One needs to be careful about 
revealing- all secrets of internal 
workings of large companies. But 
one of the strengths of Harley-

We did most 
lof ours over the phone and bits and 
pieces here and there," said 
Springsteen. 

What would Springsteen like to 
say to those people who cheer for 
him? 

“How much I appreciate them. I 
couldn't have gone on if I hadn't had 
them still with me. You can't do it 
without your fans.” He laughs softly 
and sounds 18 again. "You know, 
when that cheer comes up I sull get 
goose bumps up my arms. Hey, I sull 
get goose bumps at the National 
Anthem even after all these years. I 
just loved it out there. But knowing 
the people were still there helped a 
lot.” 

Now the tale of Springer takes a 
major turn, a real wild 360°. In 
Lapeer, Michigan, where Jay resides 
in a lakeside home, lives a young 
businessman named Robert Lawson, 
who knew of Jay but had-never met 
him. He is introduced through 
mutual friends so all their kids can 
play. A big part of Jay’s life is his 
four-year-old daughter, Amanda. 
She’s a real daddy’s girl and they are 
absolutely nuts about each other.

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There’s another name coming in 
here real fast, that of Russ Peterson, 
M.D. Robert Lawson and I did a 
lot of talking, because suddenly, 
there he was, helping Jay into a 
business and becoming his manager. 

“Jay and I got along fine right 
from the beginning, said Lawson. 
“You know how he is, he makes 
everyone feel comfortable around 
him. We seemed to have a lot in 
common, fishing and boats and I 
used to race Corvettes years ago. We 
all started having regular family 
cookouts each week with what we 
caught. I hadn’t known him long but 
it felt easy talking to him, and I 
became one of his fans. It seemed to 
me that someone who'd done as 
much for his sport for so many years 
as he had should be in a better 
position financially than he seemed 


_to be. We talked some more. I have 


a process using titanium nitride, a 
hardened lubricant used in the 
cutting tool industry to reduce wear 
and tear and the ultimate cost factor. 
Cosmetically it looks beautiful. Like 
a gold watch and it never wears off. 
I knew I had something but the car 
makers weren't interested because of 
their huge after-sale market. Still, I 
felt the public would demand it if 
they saw it — but how to get it out 
there? My head gears were working 
and it sort of fell into place. Knowing 
that Jay was serious about retiring 
at season's end and he had no real 
plans for 1990 — it would be to our 
mutual benefit if I set him up in 
business. So Springer Gold Products 
was born. We have a 50-50 partner- 
ship. Early stages yet but all the 
testing and stuff is done and now we 
have to market. Aside from the 
titanium nitride process, we'll be 
offering other products as we go 
along. 

"] still hadn't seen Jay race so 
Shelly Wilkinson, my secretary and 
the person who introduced me to Jay 
in the first place, went down to 
Louisville with he and Debbie and 
his folks. It rained like hell and 
everything was delayed for hours. 
For a while we were in the garage 
area talking and then I noticed Jay 
was missing but didn't think too 
much about it. But later Debbie came 
back in and said, "Well, Jay's sick.' 
I went looking for him thinking I 
could help or something. I'll tell you, 
it’s just plain scary and violently 
upsetting to watch. I've never, ever 
seen anyone that ill and I felt 
absolutely helpless to do anything to 
help my friend, except to admire his 
strength in how he's carried on in 
his profession with that," said 
Lawson. 

"A week or so later I was out 
boating with another friend, Russ 
Peterson, a sports medicine doctor 
Ive know as a buddy for 
years . . . and whose dad used to race 
against Markel years before . . . and 
I got to telling him about Jay. Now 
Russ has worked with the Detroit 
Lions and others and he said it 
wasn't tension. Sometimes it's only 
a nervous stomach and people will 
throw up before an event and that's 
it but not always. He offered to see 
Jay professionally if Jay chose to see 
him. Jay did.” i 

To shorten up the sequence, 
Springer got violently ill again just 
before leaving for the next race and 
the prescription from Doctor. Peter- 
son didn’t help. The doctor plopped 
him in the Lapeer hospital with an 
IV running. In a short matter of 
hours instead of the usual days — 
Jay was sitting up saying he wanted 
out of there, he had a race to go to. 
Debbie Springsteen wasn’t so sure, 
she'd lived for years with this and 
although he’d never recovered this 
quickly before, she didn’t want him 
out of bed. Dr. Peterson said, “Well, 


he knows how he feels. If he wants 
to go racing and thinks he's well 
enough to do it, ГЇЇ release him." 
They knew the bikes would be at the 
track because a phone call to Conway 
had confirmed it. 

Now it was a mad dash to catch 
the plane. Debbie fled to take 
Amanda to grandma's house and 
packed clothes while Jay struggled 
to get dressed. A nurse came and 
asked for an autograph for her little 
boy. In spite of all that was going 
on, Jay obliged. Lawson said, “I 


and had gained five seconds on him. 
The crowd was going nuts. Jay got 
off his bike as the crew gathered 
around, looked at Lawson and said, 
"Let's go get wet." 

Parker was delighted as anyone to 
see Springsteen up on the platform 
with him and had his arm around 


his shoulders the whole uproarious:

Springer was back. 

Season's end was near and true to 
form Springsteen was concentrating 
on the next race, but Robert Lawson

suddenly realized how much more I 
had to learn about Jay. There was 
none of that, “ГЇЇ catch you later. I'm 
in a hurry. He sat and wrote a 
personal one out. I thought I was 
looking at the real live Batman." 

Jay didn't become ill the rest of 
the season and he raced his heart out. 
He followed up with Dr. Peterson 
who had run tests and done some 
serious thinking and came up with 
three simple medicines that do not 
affect Jay's performance. 

We'll keep explanation as simple 
as possible. There is something in 
Jay's physical makeup that can act 
up in his sleep pattern, the last three 
hours of sleep and the period of 
awakening. What he takes is a 
stomach settler and it also breaks up 
his sleeping brain wave patterns. 

“All these years! I still felt that I 
couldn't be the only one with this 
and I did everything every other 
doctor told me to do," said Spring- 
steen. “Га feel pretty good in- 
between but I never got strong again. 
Not real strong in-between races like 
I always did. I do now. I feel just 
like I used to. Real strong." 

Lawson also has a theory that is 
probably more fact than theory. For 
the first time Jay came up to a doctor 
who knew sports medicine and 
athletes. He took Jay for what he is, 
a professional motorcycle racer, not 
someone who “plays with bikes” the 
way a lot of physicians view racers. 
Peterson looked at him as someone 
ill whose illness was interfering with 
his profession, and figured out what 
was needed to allow him to continue 
with that chosen profession. 

Jay being Jay couldn't be drawn 
in to even agreeing that if anyone 
had figured this out years ago and 
also given him the psychological 
support, he'd have the record book 
in such disarray that no one would 
ever best him or catch him. 

The season continued. At San 
Jose, Robert Lawson looked at him 
on the starting line and said, “You 
know, I haven't had any champagne 
on me yet" Springer looked him 
dead straight in the eye and said, 
"Let's go do it." Do it he did. Out 
of turn one and in the pack was 
Springer in full flight. By the time 
the checkered flag came down he was 
two and a half seconds behind Parker 


wasn't. He approached Harley- 
Davidson about 1990 and the fact 
that now Jay was healthy and not 
really wanting to quit. How did the 
factory feel now? 

Not everyone was happy at Harley- 
Davidson. As in any organization, 
some upper management people still 
would have liked to have seen 
Springer go away. In spite of all his 
loyalty to the brand and all the rest 
of it, including the fact that they had 
helped him through all the down 
years. But there was a lot of balking 
going on. 

How did Jay feel about all this at 
the time? 

"I've always been a Harley rider. 
Hell, if they hadn't helped me I'd 
do it myself if I had to. I love it out 
there and I'm strong again. You 
know, no one has ever come back 
after some bad years and won the 
Number One again." You can hear 
it in his voice...all things are 
possible. If it happens we can see a 
Robert Redford movie now, a racing 
version of “The Natural." We 
digress. 

The infighting got pretty serious. 
To give credit where credit is due, 
Bob Conway got behind Jay. Think 
about Harley's position here. Here 


' they are with a very fine rider, Scott 


Parker with his second Number One 
plate, the number two rider Chris 
Carr, and young contender Kevin 
Atherton who is hoping for a full 
sponsorship, and here is a now 
healthy and still damn fast Spring- 
steen, who wanted to go out there 
again. Poor old upper management, 
heh, heh. They were now worrying 
about bad press. 

What is bad press? This article was 
in the works, many people in racing 
knew it but my taking aim at Harley 
(to keep this light) hadn't occurred 
since my support of the BSA Wreck- 
ing Crew! But truth is truth, not bad 
press. Either Milwaukee would 
support Jay or they wouldn't, and 
if they didn't, just think of all those 
Harley riders and race fans who had 
supported Jay all these years. So we 
just waited. 

Some at the factory were not happy 
over dealing with a race manager. 
“Is this what Jay wants or is it what 
you want?" one executive asked 


Lawson. "How much are you mak 
ing off him in this?" 

Bob ‘Lawson’s answer surprised 
them. He was doing it because of his 
friendship for Jay and how he fel 
about him. It's a fact that Lawso 
is quite a bit out of pocket for al 
the traveling he did to be with Ja 
and to start the new contracts rolling 
for 1990. Jay admits with no prod 
ding that Lawson has helped іп:а 
lot of ways, including cutting deals 
that he knew he himself couldn' 
have been able to generate himself. 

Well, Harley came through, not a3 
much as hoped but details of tha 
have been already published. 

The next big news was Jay Spring 
steen going road racing with Tea 
Del Amo-Yoshimura. If that shocks 
his dirt fans, it shouldn't. Jay was 
out on road circuits in the "70s. Hd 
did fine and. old photos show great 
racing form. The Aermacchi-based 
racers he was on weren't anything] 
to get excited about. He also caused 
a stir, albeit a brief but nonetheless 
winning one in Battle of the Twin 
competition more recently. 

Says Bill Bartels, “I don’t think Jay. 
knows how good.he is on pavement, 
Ive seen him, all he needs is the 
equipment and I think he's going 
to surprise a lot of people." 

Jay's thoughts? “I like racing оп 
pavement. You don't get all that dirt 
thrown in your face. Mayte I should 
have really made the change five| 
years ago but I wasn't really well 
enough. I'll have some good stuff to 
ride next year and boy, d» you get 
а lot of seat time and that 1 like!”’ 

There are some in road racing 
circles who must wonder what all the 
fuss about Springsteen is. Especially: 
if they are going to be competing’ 
against him and there is a little envy 
out there too. When he went to 
Daytona in 1987, some pavement 
types made fun behind his back of 
his “Yama-dog.”’ In 1989 the wags 
started again with his “donkey.” 

Well, the old bike master and his 
donkey had their attention when the 
weekend was over at Daytona. The 
so-called donkey was a 1986 Suzuki 
GSXR750 that Bartels just happened 
to have around. He brought the bike 
to Jay at Albuquerque in the back 
of his van. Of course the press noticed 
it but they didn’t really know what 
was going on although it was 
obvious something was up. 
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Advice from tuner Bill Werner. 


Team Yoshimura decided they 
would give Springer some help and 
see what he could do with it. He did 
plenty, although he fell once — “Dirt 
trackers have to test the soils" he says 
— and got in a mixup by not seeing 
the pace car at the right time. Still, 
he made the finishers’ circle and all 
that had been watched very carefully. 

Suddenly not only Yoshimura was 
interested but others too, making 
inquiries. The decision was made to 
go with Yoshimura. They are happy 
about it. 





We talked to Duane Johnson at 
oshimura. “We know it's a little 
Parly to predict. (Shades of Dick 
O’Brien many moons before!) But we 
hink that on capable equipment 

hich is what were giving him, Jay 
as as much ability as a Scott Russell 
рт Jamie James. But win, lose or 
draw, we want part of his efforts in 
acing. He’s a living legend. If he 
decides to retire, we still want to look 
bt ways to keep him employed in 

otorcycle racing. We want to 
support Jay for what he has brought 
o the sport. And, he has the eye of 
he tiger again." 

Where and when will you see 
Springsteen next year? On his Harley 
on the Camel Pro Series circuit. On 
his Del Amo-Yoshimura Suzuki in 


Naturally, a R&D business such 
as Yoshimura is not exactly ena- 
mored by AMA rules! Too many 
hoops to jump through for them.

between dirt and pavement? “Well, 
Ill go road racing," said Spring- 
steen. "We're really looking at that. 
They are helping me a lot.” In the 
off season, though, Jay isn’t looking 
much further than his next activity. 
Deer hunting and working on his ice 
racing bikes. He spends hours happ- 
ily working on them, and he gets 
together with a gang of friends every 
weekend when the lake is hard, and 
they go at it. Just for fun. But before 
the hunting trip he and Debbie took 
a much needed vacation in Jamaica. 

How does all this strike Debbie? 
She was rather looking forward to 
the retirement at the end of 1989; the 
past few years have not been easy. 
"I'm happy for him," she says. “I 
was okay about his retiring but I'd 
much rather see him decide when to 
retire and then do something he 
wants, than have to retire because of 
illness.” 

Through all this wildly ending 
1989 (and all the contract stuff isn’t 
over yet although the major ones are) 
Springer remains the same. The first 
level of his personality is the born 
star and showman, easy to be around, 
full of fun and daring and instantly 
likeable. On the second level he’s the 
man who is a family man and good 
friend to his wide circle of friends 
and buddies around his Michigan 
roots and on the racing circuits. 

Then there’s the Jay few people 
will ever know. The hidden Jay. 
That circle is small indeed. It’s his 
family and maybe five or less people 
who have his complete trust and deep 
friendship. He’s had the ability to 
remain a private man in a public 
sport. 

The man they call Springer. е

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Interview: National Hare Scrambles Champion Scott Plessinger 


The hare that couldn't be caught 


hen the final round of the 
AMA National Champion- 
ship Hare Scrambles Series 
rolled into Wrentham, Massachu- 
setts, last November, the 1989 
number one plate was on the line 
and dangling in the faces of three 
of this country's fastest hare scram- 
bles racers. Only a few meaningless 
points separated them in the stand- 
ings, one of whom was the veteran 
of cross country and hare scrambles 
racing, the wily and aggressive 29- 
year-old multi-time champion Ed 
Lojak. Armed and ready to challenge 
Lojak, though, were two extremely 
hungry young riders seeking their 
first-ever National Championship 
titles — Scott Summers and Scott 
Plessinger, both of whom are fairly 
new to the National Hare Scrambles 
circuit. 

During the championship- 
deciding race, Summers reluctantly 
dropped out when his gas cap came 
loose and drenched his body with the 
skin-burning liquid. With Summers 
out of the running, the battle was 
now down to two — Pennsylvania’s 
Lojak and Ohio’s Plessinger. 

As the race drew to a close, all eyes 
were focused on the veteran racer, 
Lojak, and the new kid, Plessinger, 
who was in second place with Lojak 
closing fast in third. If Kawasaki- 
mounted Plessinger could hold back 
Yamaha-mounted Lojak, the title 
would be his. If not, then Lojak 
would add another number one 
trophy to his collection. 

When the dust had finally settled 
after three hours of intense compe- 
tition, Plessinger had beaten Lojak 
to the checkered flag by inches, and 
in doing so sealed his first-ever 
National Championship Hare 
Scrambles title. 

“Tt was close," said Plessinger. “I 
knew I had to beat Ed (Lojak) or I 
would lose the championship. I had 
to go as fast as I could, but I couldn't 
afford to make any mistakes. I 
couldn't crash; if. I did then that 
would've been it.” 

But the 22-year-old Plessinger 
didn't crash or make any mistakes 
and nipped his off-the-track friend 
at the wire. 

Plessinger's accomplishment is 
even more noteworthy when you 
consider that he beat not only Lojak 
but some of the other fastest woods 
riders in the country, such as Ohio's 
Summers, Kevin Brown, former 
Hare Scrambles Champion Mark 
Hyde, California's Ron Naylor and 
Pennsylvania's Duane Conner. 

Born and raised in Hamilton, 
Ohio, which he still calls home, 
Plessinger began racing hare scram- 
bles in 1984. In 1986, he first chal- 
lenged the National Championship 
Hare Scrambles circuit and finished 
12th. Ever since then, Plessinger has 
been inching his way towards the 
top. In '87 he finished fourth, in '88 
he took ninth *... bad year," and 
in '89 he zeroed in and made a direct 
hit on the number one plate. 

Throughout his relatively short 
racing career, Plessinger has never 
really strayed far from hare scrambles 
competition. 

“Гуе ridden some enduros and 
motocross, but my favorite is hare 
scrambles. I don't really liké having 
to timekeep in enduros.”’ 

Unlike some of the top riders on 
the National Hare Scrambles circuit 
like Lojak, Summers, Hyde and 
Brown, Plessinger has not competed 
in the International Six Days Enduro 
(ISDE), nor does he want to. 


Ohio's Scott Plessinger wrapped up the '89 Hare Scrambles Champion- 
ship title the hard way, by beating Ed Lojak at the final race of the year. 


“105 too much hassle to ride the 
Six Days. I don't really have the 
desire to go to Europe and compete 
over there, plus it takes a lot of 
money." 


Although the cost of contesting the 
National Championship is stagger- 
ing, Plessinger does so with very 
little in the way of sponsorship.

More than 300 riders participated in the L.A.-to-Barstow-to-Vegas dual-sport ride on Thanksgiving weekend. 





Dual Sport fun from 
LA-to-B-to-V

LAS VEGAS, NV, NOV. 24-25 


Thanksgiving means different things to 
different people. To most Americans it 
means turkey, stuffing and candied yams, 
with pumpkin pie for dessert. 


To 1200 desert racers, it 
means another shot at the 
Barstow-to-Vegas Hare and 
Hound, the largest and most 


prestigious event of the desert racing 
year. 

And to 350 dual sport riders, it 
means two days of the most fun you 
can have on a motorcycle. 

The event is known as the Los 
Angeles-to-Barstow-to-Las Vegas 
and that is exactly what it is - a two- 
day, cross-country trek that starts on 
the northern edge of Los Angeles, 
stops overnight in the desert town 
of Barstow, California, and winds up 
almost 450 dusty miles later amid the 
glitz and glitter of the Las Vegas strip 
in Nevada. 

It is only in its sixth year, but the 
ride is already becoming a Thanks- 
giving tradition. Veterans of past 
rides keep coming back for more and 
they bring new recruits with them. 
The ride entices racers away from the 
B-to-V Hare and Hound and draws 
street riders off the highway for their 
first taste of dirt roads. The numbers 
grow every year and so does the 
enthusiasm. 

“The idea behind this and the 
other dual sport events we put on 
is to get a bunch of people together 
to have fun,” said Jim Pilon, the 
driving force behind AMA/District 
37’s dual sport program. “We are 


trying to promote good, fun riding, . 


non-competition trail riding - some- 
thing that people can go out and do 
at their own pace. There’s no pres- 
sure here. People can go out with 
a bunch of their friends and just 
lolly-gag." 

The lolly-gagging started early for 
this year's participants. Sign-up 
opened at 6 a.m. the day after 
"Thanksgiving and with almost 200 
miles to cover before the day's end 
in Barstow, nobody wanted to be late. 








The streets were crawling with 
motorcycles by 5.30 a.m. and the 
sign-up area at Foothill Yamaha/ 
Kawasaki in Sunland, California, 
looked like the parking lot at Day- 
tona Cycle Week, except every bike 
had knobby tires. XL Hondas were 
out in force, in all sizes and states 
of repair. The bright green stripes 
of KLRs were easy to pick out in the 
pre-dawn gloom and GS BMWs 
gleamed іп  showroom-new 
condition. 

There were one-of-a-kind mounts 
too - a 1958 Ariel; a 1985 XL500 with 
a sidecar attached; even a new two- 
stroke KTM with a temporary oper- 
ating permit taped to the rear fender 
in an attempt to ward off passing 
CHP officers. And just when you 
thought you had seen it all, some- 
body pointed out that the 250cc 
Ninjain the parking lot was sporting 
dual purpose tires. 

The riders were as varied as their 
mounts. They ranged in age from 69- 
year-old Wayne Walburn all the way 
down to four-year-old Gary Harkins, 
who practiced for a year to ride co- 
pilot on the back of an XL600. 
Overseas entries came from West 
Germany and Japan, and American 
riders travelled from as far away as 
Kansas and Iowa to take part in the 
event. 

The morning was cool and misty 
as the first riders headed out just after 
7 a.m., but a little moisture in the 
air wasn't about to dampen any- 
body's spirits. The roll-charted route 
turned straight into the Angeles 
National Forest and it was dirt roads 
all the way for the first 20 miles. 

Dry weather before the event left 
dust hanging in the still morning air, 
but it was a vast improvement over 
the rain that plagued the first day 
of last year's ride. The first five hours 
were spent weaving in and out of the 
Angeles National Forest, crossing 














from, winding fire roads to the 
Angeles Crest Highway and back 
again, and as the ride went up, the 
views got more and more impressive. 
So did the riding. 

“The trails were perfect," said 
Patrick Hein, who rode two-up with 
Rene Willis on a TT350. “We went 
up through all the hard sections and 
some of them got really challenging. 
When you have two people and the 
trails are only a foot wide and you're 
twisting and winding up through 
trees and rocks it gets pretty difficult 
and that made it a lot of fun. 

“We were really moving through 
some of the sections, too - keepin 
right up with everybody else en 
challenging them and I think the 
other riders enjoyed us being there. 
They would look back and see two 
people keeping up with them and 
they'd try to go faster. We put the 
pressure on a bit." | 

The roll chart showed a lunch stop 
in the mountain city of Wrightwood, 
but many of the riders were having 
too much fun to stop and eat. Others, 
who had problems along the way and 
were forced to stop for repairs at the 
service truck provided by American 
Honda, didn't have time to stop and 
were pushing to make up time as the 
ride left the mountains and headed 
out across the desert for Barstow. 

Tail-end riders were battling 
darkness as they came in off the 175- 
mile trail and checked in at Barnes 
Honda/Yamaha in Barstow, and the 
lights went out early as the tired 
riders prepared for another early start 
on day two. 

Dawn brought 50 degree temper- 
atures, a welcome change from last 
year's ice on the seats, and another 
257 miles of fast-paced riding. The 
ride began with a warm-up on desert 
roads and then pitched the riders 
headlong into a tricky four-mile 
wash that is usually reserved for 
racers in District 37's infamous 
Check Chase Hare & Hound. 

"Doing that sandwash with two 
people. on the bike was incredible, 
I don't know how we made it 
through there," Patrick Hein said. 
"We were sinking in the sand and 
we had to use our feet to keep going. 
About 25 people were. parked with 
their helmets off after that section, 
just taking a breather and waiting 
for their buddies that were stuck in 
the sand." 

The ride continued through the 
East Mojave Scenic Area, ran 
through the world's largest Joshua 
tree forest and. then headed into 
Goth, California, for lunch and a 
pleasant surprise at the local gas 
station. 


A wide variety of motorcycles and 
people rode in this year’s event. 





"How much gas did you take?" 
asked the station attendant, who had 
none of the usual computer readouts 
to rely on. ‘“$2.85? Okay, here's your 
change and have a nice ride,” he said, 
without going outside to check the 
pump. 

The route led to a checkpoint in 
Searchlight, Nevada, and then split, 
allowing tired riders to head in on 
the highway while energetic riders 
put in a finishing burst along a 
challenging pole-lined road. ‘The 
lights of Las Vegas were a welcome 
sight after two days and almost 450 
miles in the saddle, but they also 
brought a touch of sadness. The fun 
was over and everyone would have 
to wait until next year to ride LA- 
to-Barstow-to-Vegas again. 

For the riders who completed the 
course, there was the satisfaction of 
a job well done and a host of prizes 
that ranged from plaques for high 
and low hands on the poker and 
board games played along the way, 
to a drawing for a complete set of 
riding gear donated by American 
Honda. There were prizes for the 
oldest and youngest riders, for the 
oldest bike (a 1949 BSA flathead with 
no suspension), and for the smallest 
bike, which went to the DT50 piloted 
by Dirt Rider magazine’s Karel 
Kramer. 

There was even some consolation 
for riders who didn’t complete the 
course. Joseph O’Sullivan received a 
hard-luck award for his broken 
collarbone and Ben Roeder, who 
piloted the 250cc Ninja, walked away 
with a plaque for the most unusual 
bike, but had no bike to go with it. 

“I almost made it," Roeder said. 
“An engine mounting bolt backed 
out completely (near the finish) and 
the frame snapped. It broke the bike 
in half and that was it. 

“T really wanted to ride the event 
and all I had was my race bike," said 
Roeder, who is a regular on the track 
at Sears Point in northern Califor- 
nia. "It was that or my Honda 
Hurricane, so I put dual sport tires 
on the Ninja and went out there." 

Roeder's first dual sport ride was 
plagued by what he described as 
"minor difficulties. I started out 
running water into the carb but I 
fixed that, then I got a leak in my 
gas tank. I had to carry gas with me 
and stop every 20 to 25 miles to pour 
some more in. The whole bike was 
vibraüng apart by the end of the 
ride." 

But despite his problems, Roeder 
plans to be back next year. “It was 
a great experience,” he said, “Ruin- 
ing the bike probably wasn't worth 
it but it was so much fun that I'd 
do it again. ГІ be back next year, 
maybe with the Hurricane. Who 
knows?"

Curry crushes 
competition on 
Portland ice

PORTLAND, OR, DEC. 2-3 
Californian Robert “Kid” 
Curry continued his winning 
ways this weekend on Portland 
Memorial Coliseum’s ice, tak- 
ing both rounds of the North Amer- 
ican Ice Speedway Championships 
in a very convincing manner. 

Curry, sponsored by Harley- 
Davidson of Sacramento, Hi-Point, 
Marushin, A&A and Portland 
Motorsports, completely dominated 
both nights of action as he won all 
six heat races and both main events 
that he took part in, scoring a 
maximum 30 points (15 each night). 
New York’s George Lazor and Colo- 
rado’s Pat Litt and Mark Borgman 
were the only other riders who started 
both mains. 

Due to a mid-week concert at the 
Coliseum, a lack of time to freeze the 
racing surface arose and thin ice was 
the order of the day, but Gary 
Densford and his crew did a great 





job of keeping the surface raceable 
for both days of action. 

Saturday’s crowd of 4000 specta- 
tors witnessed ice racing for the first 
time ever in the northwest as action 
got underway with Curry, Charlie 
Venegas, Lazor and Steve Martynse 
all taking wins in their heats to take 
care of the first round. 

The second round of heats found 
Borgman, Lazor and Rob Ball all on 
the winning end of things in their 
events. The last race of the round saw 
previous heat winners Curry, Ven- 
egas and Martynse squaring off with 
Denmark’s Rene Mortensen thrown 
in for a little extra spice. Curry led 
Venegas and Martynse during lap 
one but Martynse found his way past 
as Venegas slid out, leaving Curry 
the easy winner. Martynse and 
Venegas also took points for second 
and third. 

The first event of the third round 
provided another matchup that 
looked good on paper with Curry 
and Lazor, both double event 
winners prior to this heat race. A 
battle never came about though as 
Lazor encountered problems during 
lap one and Curry never looked back 
as he took his third straight heat win. 
Other third round winners included 
Litt, Venegas and Borgman. 

The Last Chance Qualifier saw 
three riders eligible to transfer into 





the main and join Curry, Litt and 
Borgman in the lineup. Venegas, 
Lazor and Rob Ball all jockied for 
position with Lazor up front at the 
start. Venegas took it away for the 
win with Lazor a close second and 
Ball taking the last transfer with 
third. 

Curry took a quick lead at the start 
of the main with Borgman close 
behind followed by Venegas, Ball, 
Lazor and Litt. Borgman went down 
during the second lap and once again 
Curry had smooth sailing to take the 
win. Venegas kept Curry in sight but 
settled for second while Lazor picked 
up some spots for third. Ball was 
fourth, Litt fifth and Borgman sixth 
in the final. 

Curry said after winning he was 
happy for his "second straight win 
on the tour and glad there were no 
runoffs". 

Sunday dawned bleak and blustery 
outside and kept the crowd down to 
around 3500 for the second day of 
racing. Curry was excited about his 
prospects of winning back-to-back 
events as the racing turned out to be 
much closer than Saturday night's 
action. 

The first round of heats saw some 

'familiar faces taking first place. 
Borgman, Curry, Litt and Shawn 
Venables of Canada all claimed wins, 
with Curry serving notice that he 
would be the one to contend with. 

Second round action found most 
riders agreeing that the track was 
becoming very technical since the 
surface was going away, Borgman 
said, “You need a good start or it's 
follow the leader. My tires have cut 
through the ice several times.” 

Curry agreed that the track left 
little to be desired but understood it 
was out: of the promoter's control. 
“They did a great job patching with 
the thin ice they had," he said. 

Curry and Litt posted second 
round wins with Mortensen and 
Canadian Jon Jensen also scoring 
heat wins. Both Mortensen and 
Jensen outdistanced stiff competi- 
tion while picking up their wins. 

Round three featured the only false 
start of both nights of action 1n the 
first event as Venegas busted the tape 
and was disqualified, leaving Borg- 
man to take the win. Hinsley won 
the second event from behind while 
Curry blitzed event three and Litt 
again looked strong to take home 
event four. 

Three riders again transfered from 
the final Last Change Qualifier and 
Borgman wouldn't be denied the win 
as he led the six-rider field from start 


to finish. Rick Webb from Colorado · 


finished second with Venables tak- 
ing the last transfer ahead of 
Mortensen. 

With the final and the North 
American Ice Speedway Champion- 
ship on the line, all six riders looked 
pensive as they lined up to push-start 
their machines. Curry occupied the 
pole for the main by virtue of his 
perfect score for the night and as the 
gate dropped he sped into the lead. 
However Litt crashed hard, bringing 
out the red flag and a restart. 

Curry once again took the hole- 
shot with Borgman, Lazor and 
Venables in tow. Curry kept on the 
gas and stretched out hs lead over 
a great duel between Borgman and 
Lazor. After Curry crossed the finish 
line first with his front wheel in the 
air, he then acknowledged the crowd 
with a victory lap and a huge victory 
celebration smile. Borgman held off 
Lazor for second with Webb fourth 
and Venables fifth.

Howerton finished first with Semar 90 seconds 
back in second and Cardwell third. 

The Over 30 class provided a race-long 
battle with a last lap move that was one in 
a million. Terry Bainbridge and his KTM led 
Honda-mounted Carlos Gonzales and the 
Kawasaki of Monte Hall and Eddie Harrison 
for the first five laps. There were two separate 
battles going on at the start of lap six as 
Harrison and Hall were fighting for third 
while Gonzales had moved to the rear wheel 
of Bainbridge for the lead.

Funaro flies at Salinas 
Ramblers HS

CLEAR CREEK, CA, DEC, 3 

Paul Funaro, aboard a Yamaha YZ250, was 
first off the start and first to finish the Salinas 
Ramblers Hare Scrambles, but it was not a 
wire-to-wire win for the Expert rider, who 
faced his share of obstacles along the way. 
The District 36 event was staged at the Clear 
Creek Recreation Area, home of the Quick- 
silver National Enduro hosted annually by the 
Salinas Ramblers. 

Funaro grabbed the holeshot coming 
around a U-turn and climbed the trail up the 
mountain before losing the marked course and 
falling. 

"When I got lost and fell, everybody went 
by me,” said Funaro. “1 had no idea what 
position I ended in; I just was trying to catch 
any dust I saw.” 

Brian Dickey had what he termed a “killer 
start," placing him in second behind Funaro. 
Riding a Honda CR250, he passed Funaro 
when Funaro lost the course and led the race 
for a half-lap. 

"It was really nice; this is my first expert 
race," said Dickey, who lost that feeling real 
soon when he was passed by Vet rider Phil 
Douglas three-quarters of the way into the 
eight-mile loop. 

Douglas, aboard a KTM 540, was first to 
enter home check, just seconds ahead of Curt 
Wilcos, who had had a bad start on his Open- 
class Honda and had passed riders one-by-one 
as they overshot turns. Honda pilot Steve 
Silvestri had been running second behind 
Dickey in the first loop until he fell in the 
mazanita section, giving Paul Villa his 
position in the lineup. They were both able 
to pass Dickey, who got lost, before the home 
check, which saw Suzuki pilot Villa come in 
third, Silvestri fourth and Dickey fifth, Funaro 
was in sixth, making a run at those in front 
of him. ` 

Those six riders kept their positions 
throughout the next two laps with the 
excepuon of Funaro, who continued to make 
his move on the group and had managed to 
pass both Silvestri and Dickey on the second 
lap to claim fourth. Vet rider Rick Long 
maintained his seventh-place slot, right 
behind the top pack of six riders. 

On the fourth lap, Villa fell and his bike 
became wedged between some rocks. Having 
a hard time freeing his bike, he was passed 
by Funaro and the dicing duo of Dickey and 
Silvestri. Silvestri was getting his concentra- 
tion back following his earlier crash and 
clicked up his pace a few notches to finally 
oe Dickey before the end of the fourth 
jap. 

Wilcox was in hot pursuit of Douglas, but 
stalled his bike in the home check scoring 
chute. It took him halfway through the fifth 
loop to catch up, and he was able to take the 
lead when Douglas had his own stalling 





problems in a canyon. Right on Wilcox's tail 
was Funaro. They raced through the homé 
check two more times, barely a few seconds 
apart, and continued dicing until Funaro, 
finally passed Wilcox on a fire road in the ; 
final lap. 

"I got him when he was bouncing sideways ` 
over the whoops,” Funaro said at the finish | 
line. “This is my first overall finish. Tt was, 
a long time coming and it feels great.” 

Wilcox was right behind him for second 
overall and first Open class finisher. He noted 
that the course was. excellent and was sorry 
he wasn't one position better. ` 

Silvestri nabbed third, stating he wished 
there was just one more lap. Villa, who had 
pitted going out on the fourth lap and had 
also lost the trail, mme in for a fourth-place 
finish. Dickey came in fifth and Phil Douglas, 
who had run out of gas on the first lap, had 
to settle for sixth. 

Sixteen-year-old Dan Reger, mounted on 
Suzuki RM250, was the first Amateur to finish: 
and also claimed the seventh overall position; 
He started in the B wave of riders, the second | 
group off the line picking up second place:

The 14th Annual Timonium Indoor Short 
Track Series came to an end with an exciting 
evening of racing inside the Timonium State 
Fairgrounds Cow Palace. Although several 
class titles had already been clinched, racing 
in the Baltimore County Trail Riders/ 
Opumist Club of Cockeysville-promoted 
event was competitive all night long.

Quarterley Ducati 851 (which 
Bollenbach recently purchased 
from Fast By Ferraci) in the GP1 
class and possibly in the Super- 
bike classes, and will also ride a 
Ducati 750 Sport in GP2. 


CHOSEN: Steve Behrens of Newport 
Beach, California, as head of the 
recently established in-house design 
department at Acerbis USA; Behrens 
was chosen over 120 applicants; he'll 
work hand-in-hand with the Acerbis 
factory in Italy in developing new 
products. 


A vintage race has been added to 
the February 3-4 Adelanto Grand 
Prix to be hosted by southern 
California’s Desert Vipers M.C. 
The vintage race will take place 
on Sunday morning at the new 
track which is located west of 
Hwy. 395. In addition to the 
racing, a vintage bike show is 
scheduled for Saturday after- 
noon. 


Senator Alan Cranston, author of S7 
— the California Desert Protection 
Act, was the subject of a Los Angeles 
Times poll that revealed Californ- 
ians overwhelmingly feel he should 
leave the Senate when his term 
expires in 1992. The Times poll 
surveyed 2046 adults, 1594 of them 
registered voters, and 58% rated 
Cranston as unfavorable. Further- 
more, 41% of those polled think the 
Democrat from California should 
resign now. Cranston’s involvement 
in the Lincoln Savings & Loan 
scandal prompted the Times poll.

A total of seven seeded 
foreign riders will be competing 
against three seeded American riders 
and the best six of the 20 unseeded 
riders attempting to qualify. Qual- 
ifying races will be held on Thursday 
and Friday nights, January 11-12, to 
fill the six open starting slots for the 
January 13, Saturday night, I.C.E.- 
promoted World Championship 
program. 


WERA Formula USA Road Race 
Champion Kurt Hall has signed a 
one-year contract with Team 
Suzuki Endurance to contest the 
1990 WERA Endurance and For- 
mula USA Series. Hall, former 
leader of Team Suzuki's arch- 
rivals The Human Race Team and 
WERA's organizational manager, 
said he felt it was time for a 
change: ''It was basically a career 
choice. | think | was overlooked 
by a number of people in the past 
because | was a principal in the 
Human Race Team. This year, 1 
decided to throw my name in a 
hat, so to speak.'' Though Hall will 
no longer be associated with HRT, 
he will continue to be part-owner 
of We're Human Too, although 
that team will likely undergo a 
name change. Hall's teammate 
will be Mike Smith, who rode for 
Team Suzuki en route to their 
1989 WERA Endurance Series 
title. 


Hall's defection to Team Suzuki 
leaves The Human Race Team with 
uncertain plans for 1990. According 
to Team Captain Dave Zupan, HRT 
is negotiating with current rider 
Andy Fenwick, former Team Suzuki 
rider Paul Bray, and Steve Patterson, 
but nothing is firm yet. Bray has been 
talking to Vance & Hines about an 
AMA Superbike ride, but it appears 
that former Team Viceroy Yamaha 
rider Thomas Stevens may get that 
seat; Stevens rode a Vance & Hines 
Yamaha during Dunlop tire tests at 
Daytona, December 1-3.

The awards 
will honor the memory of the long- 
time AMA referee who passed away 
this year. 


Kawasaki Team Green riders Jeff 
Dement and Ezra Lusk had their 
support contracts terminated by 
Kawasaki following a racing inci- 
dent at the November 23-26 
Florida Winter Olympics. Accord- 
ing to Team Green manager Mark 
Johnson, the two Mini Expert 
class riders have had an ongoing 
problem with knocking each other 
down in the heat of battle. After 
several warnings to the riders and 
their parents, Johnson said that 
the contracts were terminated 
“for numerous displays of un- 
sportsmanlike conduct. Kawasaki 
was no longer interested in deal- 
ing with their problems and could 
no longer condone their actions.” 


Team Green has a complete lineup 
of riders that will be supported in 
National competition. Tallon Voh- 
land has relocated from Sacramento, 
California, to his grandparents’ 
home in Missouri so that he’ll be 
centrally located to attack the 125cc 
Nationals and be eligible to compete 
in the 125cc Eastern Regional Super- 
cross Series, where he will be joined 
by Chris Coleman and Mike Brown. 





Jeremy McGrath, Ryan Hughes and 
Mike Craig will contest the 125cc 
Western Regional Supercross Series 
and 125cc Nationals, while Brian 
Manley will return to concentrate on 
the Mickey Thompson Off-Road 
Gran Prix Ultracross Series. Tyson 
Vohland is currently negotiating a 
deal to ride 125cc GPs in Europe, 
but if he doesn’t reach an agreement, 
Johnson says Tyson will be back on 
Team Green for the Ultracross Series 
as well. 


The AMA reports that the Assoc- 
iation achieved record member- 
ship growth during 1989 and that 
membership now stands at 
168,637. Membership increased 
12,495 from November 1988 to 
November 1989, representing an 
8% increase. This performance 
continues a five-year trend of 
uninterrupted growth, increasing 
26% since 1984. 


The AMA’s top ten membership 
states are: California at 24,491; 
Pennsylvania 12,734; Ohio 11,653; 
New York 11,018; Illinois 10,833; 
Michigan 9084; New Jersey 7427; 
Florida 5501; Texas 5481; Indiana 
4888. 


AMA President Ed Youngblood 
has attributed the Association's 
growth to three factors: 1) Better 
communication with current 
members and use of creative and 
more sophisticated marketing 
techniques to attract new 
members. 2) A growing aware- 
ness among motorcycle owners of 
the Association's effective work 
in government relations. 3) 
Greater cooperation within the 
motorcycle industry based on an 
improving awareness of the 
AMA's contribution to a healthier 
motorcycle market through the 
promotion of organized activity. 


The AMA has set a 1990 membership 
growth goal of 5%, amounting to an 
increase of 8400 to reach 177,000 
members by year end. 


According to reports from Austra- 
lia, the September 16 round of the 
World Championship Road Race 
Series scheduled for Eastern 
Creek in Australia may have lost 
a primary sponsor - Bond Brew- 
ing, makers of Swan beer. There 
are reports, however, that rival 
beer company Fosters may take 
up the sponsorship void left by 
Swan. 


Australian road racer Michael Dow- 
son has reportedly been offered a 
250cc Grand Prix ride from Kawa- 
saski, seeing as how the Japanese 
manufacturer appears to be on the 
verge of making a GP road race 
comeback. Dowson rode for the 
Marlboro Yamaha Dealer Team in 
Australia, in addition to riding a 
factory-backed Yamaha YZR500 in 
the Australian GP. 


The rumored pairing of tuner Erv 
Kanemoto and Australia's 1987 
500cc World Champion Wayne 
Gardner has been confirmed. 
Instead of Kanemoto joining 
Gardner's team, however, the 
agreement will see Gardner mak- 
ing the switch to Kanemoto's 
existing team. Thus, Stuart Shen- 
ton, Gardner's 1988 team man- 
ager will work for Japanese 250cc 
GP rider Masahiro Shimizu. 


Kenny Roberts Yamaha GP team 
has yet to announce their planned 
switch from Dunlop to Michelin 
tires, but at a December 5 Dunlop 
press conference a Dunlop spokes- 
man confirmed that Roberts’ squad 


would not be on Dunlops. 





Road racer Rich Arnaiz, who rode 
a Team Motor Sport Yamaha to 
third place in the 1989 AMA 
National Championship Super- 
bike Series, won the hour-and-a- 
half scrambles event at the Lodi 
Cycle Bowl in Lodi, California, on 
December 10. Arnaiz, a former 
professional dirt tracker, lapped 
the entire field of 80 riders en 
route to the win. The race featured 
a heated battle between Arnaiz 
and AMA 600cc Dirt Track 
National Champion Chris Carr 
before Carr pulled out of the race. 
The event was Arnaiz’ first and 
only dirt track race of 1989.

Edge stepped in at the last 
minute when Cycle News Associate 
Editor Paul Carruthers was denied 
entry into Mexico.

develop and market an array of 
high-performance products for 
Yamaha Supersport models that 
will be distributed by Vance & 
Hines through Yamaha's national 
dealer network. The four-year 
contract will see Vance & Hines 
work with Yamaha's dealer net- 
work to supply performance tips 
and information to Yamaha 
dealers and customers, both 
through an 800-number Tech 
Hotline and a monthly newsletter. 


Two-time AMA Pro Twins Modified 
Production Champion Kevin Erion 
will not defend his title in 1990. 
Instead, Erion will ride a Two 
Brothers Racing Honda Hawk in the 
1990 AMA Pro Twins GP1 (formerly 
Pro Twins Grand Prix) Series and 
in the Daytona round of the GP2 
Series only. Current plans call for 
fitting an 800cc-plus Honda Pacific 
Coast engine in the Hawk chassis in 
order to increase displacement over 
the 700cc the team ran for most of 
1989. An 800cc Hawk engine has 
been tried, but proved unreliable. 


After a brief hiatus, 1987 AMA 
Battle of the Twins Modified 
Production Champion Pete John- 
son will return to road racing full 
time in 1990. As reported earlier, 
Johnson's tuner will be Dan Kyle, 
who formerly worked for Randy

class, and will field a Honda Hawk 
with an RS750 dirt track engine.
